REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


It hardly seems possible that 1980 is past and we are now 
in 1981. It is equally amazing that I am well into my twelfth 
year as Town Manager of Wells. 

This is a credit to all the citizens of Wells that they have 
given me the utmost in cooperation and have worked well 
with all our town officials to bring Wells into the 80’s with 
the stability that is necessary to have a successful town in all 
ways. Wells has the solid financial base that many towns are 
striving to achieve. 

Our tourist industry had a very good year with “‘No 
Vacancy” signs up nearly every night. In fact, it was very 
difficult to find lodging in Southern Maine many of the 
summer evenings. 


Our first new industry, Spencer Press, will be in operation 
this summer. We all have great expectations for this well 
recognized printing business from Hingham, Massachusetts. I 
am certain that this will be a credit to our town and will 
attract businesses of equal stature which we need to balance 
our economy. 

It is with pride that I can say that all of our departments 
have worked diligently to bring excellent services to our 
residents, non residents and summer visitors all during the 
year. To make a better life for everyone is, of course, the 
reason for government at any level. 

Both Wells and Ogunquit have made a successful transition 
after the separation as of July 1, 1980. We again wish both 
towns success in their first full year of operation in 1981. 

As Wells grows, we will need to give much thought to very 
careful planning for the years ahead. All of our citizens 
should participate in the planning process that will make 
Wells and the area an enjoyable place to live. We must be 
careful that the majority voice their views and not allow 
special interest groups to dominate the planning of the town 
in the 1980’s. 

The time has arrived when it is crucial that all of us work 
hard to make our concerns known and see that a common 
goal is achieved that will benefit all of us. If a town is allowed 
to grow like “Topsy”, it will be impossible to correct past 
mistakes. Therefore, we should endeavor to work with our 
planning board and other committees and then back up their 
actions when we are satisfied that we have the best possible 
plans. 

This year the Town of Wells has a rare opportunity to 
preserve some of our coastal property by applying for a 
Federal Matching Grant. 

One of the most unique coastal properties along our coast 
is the Laudholm Farm. 

The Lord property has two hundred fifty acres with 
marshland, farmland, and access to the beach. This also joins 
the property purchased by the State for a park, which was 
originally part of the Lord land. The State Park land has a 
beautiful beach with the natural sand dunes to protect it. 

The Town is making application to the government to be 
considered for funding to purchase this property, if it is 
favorable with the owners. 
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If the property is purchased, it has to be used for 
Education and Research, which would be very helpful for 
science in future years, and would preserve a beautiful part of 
our town. 

Another plus for Wells will be that we will be able to dig 
clams again on our flats. We are now preparing a Clam 
Ordinance to be voted on at this Town Meeting. Again, this 
could help the economy of our town as it has in the past. 

I want to thank all of the town employees and committees 
for their dedication to their jobs and the help they have given 
me in providing the type of government that will bring pride 
to all of us.

The separation of the Town of Ogunquit from the Town 
of Wells was effective on July 1, 1980. In 1981 the tax base 
of Wells will not include any real estate south of the 
Ogunquit River. 

The bills that Wells taxpayers receive in 1981 will not have 
the common and non-common rates as in previous years, but 
only the single tax rate for the Town of Wells. 

The State Legislature in 1976 enacted the following 
section of Title 36 M.R.S.A., Subchapter V, Section 327: 


Minimum Assessing Standards 

All municipalities whether they choose to remain as single 
municipal assessing units or choose to be designated as a 
primary assessing area, either as a primary single unit or a 
member of a primary district, shall achieve the following 
minimum assessing standards: 

1.) Minimum assessment ratios. A 50% minimum 
assessment ratio by 1977; a 60% minimum assessment ratio 
by 1978; and a 70% minimum assessment ratio by 1979 and 
thereafter. (Wells reporting 81%, but the inflationary spiral is 
pushing the ratio down steadily. We expect the State Bureau 
of Taxation will mandate a revaluation within 2 years.) 

2.) Maximum rating of assessment. A maximum rating of 
assessment quality of 30 by 1977; a maximum rating of 
assessment quality of 25 by 1978; a maximum rating of 
assessment quality of 20 by 1979 and thereafter. (Wells is 
now at 19 but as the assessment ratio goes down the 
assessment quality increases.) 
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3.) Employment of Assessor. Any municipal assessing unit 
may employ a part-time, non-certified assessor or contract 
with a firm or organization that provides assessing services: 
when any municipal assessing unit or primary assessing area 
employs a full-time, professional assessor, this assessor must 
be certified by July 1, 1980 by the Bureau of Taxation as a | 
professionally trained assessor. The Bureau shall publish, for 
the information of the municipalities, a listing of certified 
assessors and assessing firms or organizations recognized by it 
as professionally qualified. 


The Town of Wells has had a full-time assessor since 1969, 
and in the opinions of the Board of Assessors will continue to 
require the services of a full-time assessor in the future. In 
State valuation, Wells ranks fifth in York County with a 
valuation of $173,100,000.00. Of the 29 municipalities in 
York County, 11 already have single assessors. 

It could become difficult to continually elect a qualified 
person to the Board of Assessors who would be able to work 
full time in the Assessor’s Office. With this in mind, the 
townspeople should consider a change to either a single 
appointed assessor or an administrative assistant to the Board 
of Assessors. 

May we at this time extend to each and every one our 
appreciation and sincere thanks for your continued support.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Wells Public Library is ending its second year of 
operation. We issued cards to 901 people in 1980, bringing 
the total number of borrowers to 3,493. 23,863 items were 
borrowed during 1980 — an increase of 7,668 over 1979. The 
Wells Public Library has 11,005 books in its collection — 68% 
of which are gifts from the community. We added 3,698 
books, 478 pamphlets and 40 records to the library 
collection in 1980. 

In addition to the lending of book, magazines, and records, 
the library has been involved in other activities during the 
year. Special children’s programs have included a preschool 
storytime and a very successful summer arts and crafts and 
storytelling program for Grades 1-5. The library is sponsoring 
Girl Scout Troop No. 75, and the girls have made bookmarks 
and decorated the library’s Christmas tree. We have had 
speakers on continuing education and effective parenting. 
People from our community have had the following exhibits 
in the library — needlework, articles found with metal 
detectors, wood sculpture, historic houses of Wells, rocks and 
minerals of Maine, Bicentennial stamps and commemorative 
plates, old golf clubs and equipment, the Wildlife Refuge 
System, Navajo Indian jewelry and crafts, and decorative 
paperweights. 

The Wells Public Library, Inc. has extended free library 
privileges to the Town of Ogunquit thereby continuing the 
spirit of cooperation and support that exists between the 
library and Ogunquit residents. 

The Friends of the Wells Public Library, a voluntary 
community support group, have been very active this year 
and have held summer book, bake, and plant sales, and have 
sold stationery with a pen and ink sketch of the library. With 
the Wells Branch Extension they have bought additional 
shrubs and rearranged existing ones on the right side of the 
library entrance. Along with the flowering crab tree donated 
by the Ogunquit Arbor Committee, it has improved the 
appearance of the library and we have received many 
favorable comments from the community. The Friends have 
sponsored various events that included a musical program and 
lectures on the following subjects: genealogy, bird watching, 
historic houses of Wells, control of garden pests, the Rachel 
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Carson Wildlife Refuge, and Navajo folklore and crafts. They 
also hosted a Christmas Open House with entertainment from 
the Wells High School trumpet quartet and carolers from the 
5th grade class. 

The Wells Public Library, Inc. wishes to thank all of the 
organizations and people who during the past year donated 
their time, or gifts of books or materials. Your generous 
support has been instrumental in continuing to make the 
Wells library a successful community service and resource.

The Information Bureau opened its 1980 season on 
Memorial Day weekend and closed Labor Day. In the 101 
days it was open, 1,521 telephone calls were received, and 
7,195 visitors were greeted by our staff. During the first ten 
months of the year, (by mail) requests for information on the 
Town of Wells amounted to a staggering total of 2,445. Each 
person requesting information was sent a “‘Guide to Wells’, 
and a separate letter, if necessary. 

We depend on individuals, businesses and service 
organizations to keep us supplied with literature and news of 
area events. As this information is vital to our success, please 
continue to keep us informed. We serve not only the area 
visitor, but the area resident as well. If you are planning a trip 
to other areas in New England or Canada, we may have just 
the map or brochure to assist you!

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LICENSING OF DOGS 


PUBLIC LAW 

Each owner or keeper of a dog at the age of 6 months or 
over shall, on or before January Ist, annually, or at such time 
as such dog becomes 6 months old, cause such dog to be 
licensed in the municipal clerk’s office in the town where 
such dog is kept. No city of town clerk shall issue a license 
for any dog until the applicant has filed with such clerk proof 
that such dog has been immunized against rabies in 
accordance with rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Commissioner of Human Services. 

A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license issued on all 
dogs 6 months old or older capable of producing young. All 
dogs shall be considered capable of producing young unless a 
certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian is furnished, 
stating that the dog was made incapable of producing young 
by sterilization by him, or upon examination by him is 
certified to be incapable of producing young, in which case, 
the fee for licensing a neutered do shall be $3.00. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to this chapter commits a 
civil violation for which a forfeiture not to exceed $25.00 
may be adjudged. 


The Municipal officers generally issue a warrant against 
any owner or keeper of an unlicensed dog in March. After the 
watrant is issued, the owner or keeper may be subjected to an 
additional $4.00 officer’s fee in addition to the license fee.

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REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


The total estimated value of construction cost in the Town 
of Wells is at an estimated value of four million dollars. The 
figure is at a reduced figure to last year’s, 1979, due to 
inflation and increased mortgage rates. 

There were 46 permits issued for new residential homes 
compared to 100 in 1979. Mobile home figures are 9 permits 
issued versus 16 for 1979. Apartment-Condominium unit 
permits were issued for 40 new Elderly Housing units. The 
remaining permits were for garages, additions, etc., giving a 
total of 339 permits issued for the year. 

Industrial development of one new industry, Spencer 
Press, was a contributing factor of $6,500.00 for Building 
Permits. Industrial growth such as Spencer Press and, 
hopefully, more clean industry, into the community should 
offset the tax base for single family residents and also 
generate more economic stability for our community. 

I would also like to address to the taxpayer that zoning 
plays an important role in the development Ol. “Our 
community. Zoning should be used to regulate and promote 
orderly and consistent development. Good zoning fosters 
sound values, sufficient municipal services such as schools 
and parks, and should have a climate of orderly growth 
without the stagnation of highly restrictive regulations. 

It is surprising that the general public is unaware or 
disconcerned with an important function of zoning in the 
community, input of concern to regulatory ordinances which 
affect not only your tax bills, are addressed and represented 
by only a small minority of the populace within the 
community. I urge each and every individual to take some 
time to ask questions and give their own opinionated 
response because it does affect each and every one of us who 
live in Wells. My office is open daily from 9 to 5, or call 
646-3158. 

One more item I would like to make notable is that there 
is a Growth Ordinance in Wells and building permits for new 
dwelling units must be submitted the first five working days 
of each month to be processed.

This will make the response time 
quicker and more efficient. 

This year we have handled over 50,000 calls for the Wells 
Police Department. This includes phone calls, radio 
transmitting, and alarm calls.

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REPORT OF WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


The Wells Beach Hose Company had a very active year 
with over 750 calls. The Fire Department’s ambulances were 
the busiest ever with 623 calls — up 37 from last year. 

The Fire Department paid $3,799.29 for the summer 
ambulance attendants out of their Beano account. The year 
before the Fire Department had paid for the summer 
ambulance attendants out of the game machine at the 
Embers Restaurant. Because the state stopped the use of 
game machines in the state, this year we had to pay for el 
summer help out of Beano money. 

We mailed out over 4,000 flyers to each family in Wells 
- and Ogunquit for our ambulance service fund drive. We 
received over 1300 family subscribers. 

The Selectmen and the Fire Department decided to 
abandon the use of the Wells Beach Fire Alarm System 
outside boxes. The cost of maintenance of the boxes and 
wires was very high and the use was very little. A call was 
made to Insurance Services Office of Maine in regard to 
whether it would affect our insurance rates if we abandoned 
the fire boxes. We found that the evaluation of street fire 
alarm boxes has been deleted in the new revised grading 
schedule of the underwriters so, therefore, it will not affect 
insurance rates. This was because most calls today come in by 
telephone. 

The Fire Chief, the Police Chief and the paid men got 
together at the request of the Selectmen to try to find a 
better way to dispatch the police and to improve 
communications. After several meetings, this group presented 
the Selectmen with about nine suggestions. The Selectmen 
used one of the firemen’s suggestions, which was to have all 
fire calls come in on one phone number — 646-5521 — which 
is answered in both the Wells Beach and Wells Corner 
stations. 

The Wells Beach Fire Department held Beano games 
Tuesdays and Thursdays during the summer months. They 
also held a field day on August 9th and ran a food booth at 
the Acton Fair on August 21-24. These are the ways we have 
of getting funds. 

We had eight people take Emergency Medical Training this 
year. This gives us over 20 ambulance attendants. 
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Our Chief, Richard Moody, resigned as a paid man at the 
Wells Beach Station in June to go into private business. He 
was replaced by Robert Rozeff, who had been a paid fireman 
at Wells Corner Station for about 10 years. 

The Fire Departments did numerous wood stove 
inspections during 1980. We wish that before you build a 
new wood stove installation, you would call us. It is much 
easier and cheaper to make changes before you build a wood 
stove installation, rather than after.

REPORT OF WELLS BRANCH FIRE ASSOCIATION 


In the year of 1980, the Wells Branch Fire Association 
responded to 35 calls. The calls are broken down as follows: 
9 structure fires, 3 standbys, 8 chimney fires, 2 mutual aid 
calls, 7 grass and woods fires, 1 train derailment, | truck fire, 
I lost child and 3 miscellaneous calls. 

We purchased 400 feet of 24” hose last year which now 
gives us a total of 1200 feet, which was required by the 
insurance underwriters’ association, along with the new 
truck, to give us an insurance rating. We purchased three air 
pack tanks to be placed on the air truck unit in the Ogunquit 
station, which completes our obligation to be a member of 
that unit. 

We turned back to the Town approximately $2000.00 
balance remaining from the 1980 budget, due to the fact that 
the price on the siren for the building rose $1000.00 from 
the time of bid to actual time of purchase, making it 
impossible to purchase. 

We also had a yard sale and our annual supper, which were 
a great success, and the money helped purchase various 
equipment and to pay yearly light bills for the department 
plus some maintenance on the building. 

At this time I wish to thank the people of the community 
for their moral and financial support of the department.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year of 1980 has been one of increased burdens and 
responsibilities to the Police Department. Changes in the laws 
of the State, which mandate the action to be taken by the 
Police, have proved to be not only time consuming, but have 
reduced the available patrol time by approximately 30 
percent. 

The “Request for Service’’ calls increase each year; there 
are now twice the number of calls per year than in 1977. In 
this period of time, only one Patrolman has been added to 
the Department. During 1980, the Maine State Police have 
eliminated their patrols in areas that are patrolled by 
municipal police departments. The increase of housing in the 
town has brought about a population shift, necessitating the 
need for more frequent patrols in the formerly unpopulated 
areas of the town. 

Again this year, a request is being made to increase the 
Police Department by four patrol officers, so that the town 
can be divided into two patrol sections; two patrol officers 
per shift can more adequately patrol their assigned sections 
and eliminate long distance travel to answer complaints. This 
will accomplish a better policing of the town, and a more 
efficient public service. 

As 1980 ends, the hiring of a Police Dispatcher has become 
a reality. This is the first step toward a full time Police 
Dispatch, and the first phase of utilizing our dispatch and 
teletype capability for more than eight hours per day.

REPORT FOR CIVIL DEFENSE 


The year 1980 started out with a lot of promise for both 
local and county programs. However, due to the resignation 
of the full-time director in July, 1980 and budgetary 
shortfalls at the county level, Civil Emergency Preparedness 
was dormant in the second half of 1980. 

Significant progress was made in the first half of 1980 in 
that there were a number of conferences and workshops 
conducted by the regional Federal Emergency Management 
Agency to assist York County communities in preparing their 
local Civil Emergency Preparedness plans. I attended the full 
complement of workshops and have been ready for the past 
few months to prepare a plan. A good plan must have the 
participation of all municipal departments and _ service 
agencies in the community. I have solicited input and 
assistance from these groups, but there appears to be a 
genuine lack of interest in preparing an emergency plan. One 
person cannot possibly be expert in all the areas that make 
up a plan, so therefore cannot prepare a good plan by 
himself. 

We have received a couple of warning shots in the area of 
civil emergencies. One was early in 1980 with the train wreck 
near the North Berwick Road. This community “dodged a 
bullet” that time in that the propane car was nearly 
punctured and the results could have been disastrous if it had 
punctured. Had this community had an operational Civil 
Emergency Plan, the situation would have been handled 
better, including the clean-up process. The fall storm that hit 
Wells Beach pretty hard was also a warning, and had the 
storm been too much worse, an emergency response would 
have been necessary. Quite frankly, this community is not 
prepared for any type of emergency of any size. 

I will continue to make an effort to assemble a plan for 
this community and hope to be successful in the upcoming 
year. However, I will need the cooperation of other members 
of this community to succeed. Again, I solicit the support 
and cooperation of the community in preparing an effective 
plan for the safety of all of us, if the situation arises.

REPORT OF 
WELLS HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMITTEE 


The nine member Historic Preservation Committee works 
for the preservation of the documents, buildings, and sites — 
including cemeteries — which are the town’s heritage. 

In January 1980 news came that 17 old houses in the 
town, all Cape Cod style, had been accepted for listing in the 
National Register of Historic Places. Assistance in this long 
project came from the State Historic Preservation Committee 
and from owners of these homes. 

The National Register is an honor roll, a list of things 
important in the nation’s history, and Wells has an unusual 
number of Cape Cod homes built in the 1700’s and 1800’s, 
and perhaps earlier. The listing of Early Wells Capes is also 
special in being the first group listing of its kind in the state. 

Probably the second most important of this committee’s 
1980 projects is acquisition of a fire proof safe for keeping 
documents and other donated items of historical value.

REPORT OF 
BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


The election law requires the Board of Voter Registration 
to set aside certain days before elections for the purpose of 
registering voters. In a community the size of Wells, the 
Board must be open between the 6th and 10th business days 
prior to all regular elections and the 2nd and 3rd business 
days prior to all special elections. 

Following these dates, a “‘closed’’ period for registration 
occurs, during which registrars prepare the final voting list for 
the upcoming election. 

Proof of citizenship, age and residence may be required by 
the Board in the form of documented evidence at the time of 
registration. 


21 M.R.S.A. § 638 CHANGE OF NAME OR ADDRESS 

When a voter’s name is changed by marriage or other 
process of law, or when his street address is changed, the 
following provisions apply: 

1.) NOTICE. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or addresses before the 
close of registrations prior to election day. 

2.) CORRECTION OF NAME OR ADDRESS. The 
registrar shall correct his name or address on the voting list, 
and he may then vote under his new name or in his new 
district on election day. 

3.) FAILURE TO NOTIFY. If he fails to notify the 
registrar of his change of name or address before the close of 
registrations, he must appear before the registrar on election 
day and follow the procedure necessary to make the changes 
before he will be allowed to vote.

This report encompasses all major aspects of the facility 
and is intended to inform the public of the efforts that have 
been put forth and the achievements realized as well as 
provide the statistical data for the year of 1980. 


ADMINISTRATION 

The year of 1980 was a very busy year for the Wells 
Sanitary District’s staff; to fill you in on its activities would 
require reams of paper. We believe that just highlighting some 
of the statistics will be sufficient.

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PERSONNEL | 

We feel that the Wells Sanitary District is very fortunate to 
have the quality of employees that we have. For example, 
with a staff of 5 people, only 2 sick days have been used for 
the year of 1980. 

Due to the work load, two employees have ten days of 
vacation time left for the year. 

The salaried employees have accumulated 200 hours each 
of overtime for the year. These employees have often worked 
a seven day week. 

Other employees work numerous overtime hours, and 
while this is at time-and-a-half, it should be considered that it 
is not always convenient, but they do it willingly. You never 
hear an employee say, “‘this is not my job’’. Everyone is 
willing to pitch in and help a fellow employee. 


TREATMENT PLANT 

The treatment plant is presently treating an average flow 
cf about 0.420 million gallons per day, which is 
approximately one-third of our design capacity. We are doing 
so utilizing a minimum number of process components in the 
facility and still maintaining a very high quality effluent. 
Plant personnel have done modifications to equipment and 
process operations to improve overall performance and 
further reduce cost. It must be appreciated that this facility 
has very complex components in it, such as ozone and 
sodium-hypochloride generators. The electro-mechanical 
aspect of the plant and pump stations, as well, is another area 
of complex systems. 

It is not unusual for a facility such as the Wells Sanitary 
District to require outside help in trouble shooting and repair 
of equipment. To date, the District’s personnel have 
performed these duties successfully. 

We have also been using augmented bacteria in the sludge 
digestion system to reduce energy cost and solids generation. 
This program has worked quite well and has received 
attention in a nationally circulated engineering magazine, as 
well as bringing inquiries from engineering firms located 
nation-wide. 

Records are kept on all aspects of the plant. Equipment 
operation, maintenance, process control and plant 
performance are all monitored, recorded and kept in files. 
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Overall, we would say the plant functioned very well for 
1980, always meeting its discharge permit, which is 
respectable, considering less than 50% of the treatment plants 
in operation today can make the same claim. 


PUMP STATIONS 

The District’s seven pump stations have functioned well in 
the course of the year, with the only serious problem being 
when the 4cable, 3-phase service at Pump Station No. 3 
(Lower Landing Road) shorted due to a faulty initial 
installation by the contractor. District personnel worked 
around the clock to correct this condition. 

Operation of the stations involves being inspected three 
times weekly. During these inspections, standby power 
systems are checked, exercised and maintained and the 
stations’ pump and control systems are inspected, alternated 
and exercised. Records are kept of all inspections and a 
weekly check sheet is filled out. Also, the comminutors and 
flowminutors in the pump stations have been bypassed, 
which has resulted in a substantial energy savings, with no 
_ adverse effects on the system. 


LAB 

Analysis necessary to satisfy federal and state regulatory 
agencies and to properly operate the plant are performed 
from three to five times each week in the lab. These tests 
consist of biochemical oxygen demand, dissolved oxygen, 
chlorine residual, dechlorination, oxygen demand, fecal 
coliform bacteria, volatile solids, total suspended solids, 
settleable solids, ammonia, notrogen, phosphorous, 
microscopic examination and turbidity. Also, all lab 
instruments must continuously be Cleaned, acid washed, or 
sterilized. 


SEPTIC WASTE 

The District received a total of 367,150 gallons of septic 
waste as of December 5th of last year, the majority of it 
being from May to September. Treatment of this material 
involves screening, degritting, chemical treatment, mixing and 
pumping, aerobic digestion, lime stabilization and ultimately 
disposal. 
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SAFETY 

The District has an excellent safety record, with only one 
ininor accident involving a trench cave-in. This was the only 
accident which required medical attention this year. This 
type of safety record keeps our Workmen’s Compensation at 
a low rate. 

It should be noted that a recent study has shown working 
in wastewater facilities is the most hazardous occupation in 
New England. 


SLUDGE DISPOSAL 

Sludge generated at the facility is applied to the land ina 
liquid state for agricultural use. It is first aerobically digested 
and then lime stabilized in accordance with federal and state 
regulations. After stabilization, it is hauled to an approved 
application site with the District’s tank truck. This year we 
disposed of a total of 192,000 gallons of sludge at an average 
concentration of 2.6% solids yielding. 41,633 pounds of 
solids. This type of sludge disposal is probably the least 
expensive and most beneficial to present technology. 

We have modified this process and have further reduced 
the cost of our sludge disposal program by 36.5%, allowing us 
to operate our total sludge program for about 4.08 cents per 
pound of dry solids. This is the most inexpensive disposal 
eam we know of. 


SEWER CLEANING 

We had nineteen instances in which it was necessary to 
clean various sewers. About half of these were related to the 
odor problem at Pump Stations No. 7 and No. 8. The rest 
were a result of drainlayers letting debris in the sewer while 
connecting individual houses. 


COST SAVING MEASURES INCORPORATED IN 1980 

1.) Only the office control area at the plant is heated; all 
Other heat exchangers are throttled to minimum only to 
prevent them from freezing. 

2.) Lights are only on when personnel are in that particular 
area. 

3.) Heat in pump stations is kept to a minimum. 

4.) Minimum of process equipment is utilized at plant and 
pump stations. 
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5.) Equipment operation is staggered to reduce demand 
charge on electrical bills. 

6.) Comminutors and flowminutors have been bypassed at 
pump stations. 

7.) Sludge storage and digestion process has been modified 
to substantially reduce cost. 

8.) Sludge disposal process cost has been cut by over 36%. 


ELECTRICAL USE REDUCTIONS 

1.) As a result of sludge treatment process modification, at 
present operational level, (3 aerators) X (15 hrs. X 9.66 KW) 
=| 434:7; KWH: per day = 3,041. KWH/month = 
approximately a 19% power savings at plant. 

2.) As a result of comminutor/flowminutor bypass, (5 
comminutors) X (24 hrs. X 3.016 KW) = 361.9 KWH per 
day. Plus (2 flowminutors) X (24 hrs. X 2.16 KW) = 103.68 
KWH/month. Total savings = 13,967 KWH. 

Total electrical savings: 13,041 + 13,967 KWH = 27,008 
KWH/month. 


AREAS OF CONCERN 

One of our major concerns is the continual settling of 
Pump Station No. 2 (Webhannet Drive) and Pump Station 
No. 6 (Bourne Avenue). A soils study was contracted out by 
the Board to see what could be done to solve this problem. 
The soils study at this time is still not complete. The cost of 
this study will be reimbursed to the District by E.P.A. and 
D.E.P. | 

Another area of concern to the Trustees is the rate system. 
The original rate structure was formulated by the Dale E. 
Caruthers Company, an engineering firm specializing in rate 
structures, who arrived at a formula and rate structure. After 
public hearings, the necessary federal and state agencies 
approved the rate structure. A substantial rate increase has 
occurred due to several factors too complex to mention in 
this report. The sewer users requested that a public hearing 
be held to answer questions and other matters or concern to 
the users. The Board of Trustees decided after the public 
meeting to have Woodard & Curran, an engineering firm, 
review the present rate structure. At the time of this report, 
the review by the engineering firm is not completed. 
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The Trustees main goals in 1981 are to resolve the pump 
station problems and improve the rate system.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. 

A certificate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by 
the Maine Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time 
director and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters 

of the District. Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and be- 
came fully operational during December, 1979. Final construction work will be 
completed early in 1981. The following is an estimate of the total project 
cost, including construction and organization, and participation by governmental 
agencies:

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will depend upon their final 
approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of $2,910,000 

through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share of the required funds 

as estimated at that time. During March, 1980 the Farmers Home Administration 
agreed to loan the District $1,182,000 to be repaid over a period of forty years 
with interest at 5%. The District expects to receive these funds on March 1, 1981.

Note 2 - Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
betterments are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight-line basis over a ten year period 
beginning in 1980. 


Interest expense on construction financing (less interest earned 


on unexpended funds) has been capitalized as part of the cost of 
the physical plant facilities.

Note 3 - Bonds and Notes Payable 


On December 1, 1977 the District issued bonds payable in the amount of 
$2,910,000 through the Maine Bond Bank. Interest is payable semi-annually 
on May 1 and November 1. The interest rate fluctuates over the term of the 
issue from a low of 5.1% to a high of 6.25%, with an average rate of 5.65%. 
Principal payments commence on November 1, 1980 and are required to be made 
annually, thereafter until November 1, 2001. Principal payments increase 
over this period from $50,000 to $265,000. The schedule of principal repay- 
ments is as follows:

Note 4 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1980 there were claims and disputed items in connection with the 
construction project which in the opinion of legal counsel might result in a 
potential liability of up to $380,000. 


Note 5 - Retirement Plan 


The District has a non-contributory pension plan covering all full-time employees 
who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by insurance 
contracts. The cost to the District for 1980 has not yet been determined, however, 
$1,200 has been deposited and is shown as an expense herein. Cost of the plan 

for 1979 was $2,033.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies employed in 
preparation of the financial statements follows: 


Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds 
Or group of accounts described below, each of which is 
deemed to be a separate accounting entity. A statement of 
general fixed assets as of December 31, 1980 is not pre- 
sented as records of their cost are not maintained. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for 
delivery of those services traditionally provided by a 
Municipal government, which are not accounted for in other 
funds, are accounted for in the General Fund. These 
services include, among other things, general government, 
public safety, highways and streets, public works, schools 
and recreation. 


Capital Projects Funds and Capital Reserve Funds 


Transactions related- to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of capital facil- 
ities are accounted for in Capital Projects and Capital 
Reserve Funds. Such resources are derived principally from 
proceeds of general obligation bond issues and from federal 
and state grants. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary respon- 
Sibility are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts 


Unmatured long-term general obligation bonds and notes 
payable are accounted for in the Long-Term Debt Group of 
Accounts.

Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General Fund are maintained and 
reported on the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, financial 
resources are recognized when measurable and available to 
finance operations during the year. Liabilities are 
recognized when obligations are incurred from receipt of 
goods and services or when assessments are made by the 
state. Interest on long-term general obligation bonds 
payable is recognized when it becomes payable. The Town 
follows the policy of recording property taxes on the 
accrual method and other General Fund revenue, such as 
motor vehicle excise taxes, on a cash basis. Federal 
revenue sharing assistance is recorded as revenue as 
amounts are appropriated. Federal and state reimbursement 
type grants are recorded as receivables and sources of 
financial resources as the related uses of financial 
resources are recorded. 


The Town of Wells, Maine appropriated funds for education 
for the year ended June. 30, 1980, net of estimated reve- 
nues. Accordingly, revenues received through June 30, 1980 
have been netted against expenditures in the accompanying 
Statement of revenues, -expenditures and changes in fund 
balance for the year ended December 31, 1980. Generally 
accepted accounting principles provide for reflecting the 
gross amounts of receipts and expenditures in the financial 
Statements. There is no effect on the excess of revenues 
over expenditures due to this departure from generally 
accepted accounting principles. Revenues and expenditures 
for the Town of Wells School Department for the year ended 
June 30, 1980 were reported upon by other independent 
accountants. Effective July 1, 1980, the Town of Wells 
joined a community school district with the Town of 
Ogunquit known as the Wells-Ogunquit Community School 
District pursuant to H.P. 753-LD959 of the Maine Revised 
Statutes. 


The accounts of the Capital Projects Funds, Capital Reserve 
Funds and Trust Fund are maintained and reported on the 
accrual basis of accounting. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when pur- 


chased and inventory is not reflected in the financial 
statements.

Basis of Accounting (Concluded) 


General Obligation Bonds and Notes supported by general 
revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole and not its 
individual constituent funds. Accordingly, unmatured 
obligations are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt 
Group of Accounts. 


Investments 


Trust Fund investments are stated at cost. 


Municipal Pension Plan 


All Town employees, except for non-professionals in the 
Department of Education, are covered by the Maine State 
Retirement System. Pension costs to the Town are actu- 
arially determined by the state. Prior service costs are 
being amortized over fifteen years. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are 
accounted for in the General Fund and are controlled by a 
budgetary accounting system in accordance with legal 
requirements.

Contingent Liabilities 


The Town is party to a suit for $1,000,000, the final settlement 
of which is indeterminable at this time because of the early 
stage in its proceedings. In the opinion of counsel, damages 
against the Town are limited to $25,000 by Statute 23 MRSA 
Section 3655. 


The Department of Education and Cultural Services has indicated 
its general intent to reduce school construction aid, through 
future state subsidies, to municipalities for the interest 
earned from the temporary investment of school construction 
funds if it was not applied to the cost of the school con- 
struction project. Town officials estimate that the Town of 
Wells earned approximately $150,000 from the investment of such 
funds. To date the state has not asserted nor indicated any 
intent to reduce future subsidies. 


Pension Expense 


Total pension expense of the General Fund amounted to $51,660 
during the current year. The remaining amount of prior service 
costs owed by the Town amounted to $35,984 at June 30, 1980, the 
date of the most recent valuation. The actuarially computed 
value of vested benefits has not been determined. The Town's 
policy is to fund pension costs accrued. Pension costs for 
teachers are paid by the State of Maine.

The 1981 tax bills sent to the owners of Real 
Estate and Personal property in Wells reflected the 
cost of the local government, and the C.S.D. school 
System shared with the Town of Ogunquit. We no long- 
er have the terms of common and non-common cost. 

Our tax rate increased by only; 1,244) gay 1981. In 
the double digit rate of inflation the country is ex- 
periencing this is excellent; better than any of the 
tax caps voted in other states. 

All the area towns except those that have just 
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completed a revaluation program in either 1980 or 1981 
are preparing for a-new revaluation. Wells is no ex- 
ception to the trend. At the 1981 annual town meeting 
it was proposed that $30,000 a year be set aside in 
each of the next three years to finance the revaluation 
program. The residents of Wells voted to carry out 
this program. In 1975 the State required that a dec- 
laration of value be filed with the Bureau of Taxation 
TOrsatl property sold in the State. A copy of the dec- 
laration is forwarded to the local assessor. We now 
have ja record of all property sold in the Town of Wells 
and the selling price for each. A fair market value 
can now be established for all types of property in 
any location. With a firm market value for property 
based upon facts, a just and equitable revaluation 

can be accomplished. 

A schedule can be produced from the data that will 
enable the local assessors to factor all properties to 
keep the assessed valuation within the limits set by 
State Statutes for a longer period of time than is now 
possible. 

The Board of Assessors wish to express their sin- 
cere appreciation to all the property owners for the 
Support and understanding they have extended us. May 
1982 be as pleasant and successful.

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REPORT OF WELLS HARBOR DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


In the Fall of 1981, when this present commission 
was appointed by the Selectmen of the Town of Wells, it 
became apparent that this citizen group had inherited 
a very, very rich heritage to pursue the challenge for 
the future use of the public land at Wells Harbor. 

Since 1968, there has been an active interest in 
this project. The town at that time engaged an engi- 
neering firm from Biddeford to prepare a layout of this 
property. In the interim, many proposals have been 
suggested to members of the various committees and to 
town officials. 

It became obvious that something had to be done. 

The current committee was charged by the Selectmen to 
present to them by January 12, 1982 a proposal that 
could in turn be presented to the townspeople. With 
this mandate and the endless findings including the 
most recent Harbor Master Plan of March 1981, we set 
out to meet our deadline. 

Many, many meetings later, we were beginning to see a 
light at the end of the tunnel. We had agreed with 
the shopping precinct concept of some twenty-two (22) 
shops built to strict colonial specifications. It was 
obvious to us that a portion of the land at the Harbor 
could be used wisely for a Conference/Inn complex. 

As January 12th approached,.it became clear that 
more time was needed. We met with the Selectmen and 
received their approval for an extension of the efforts 
of this fact finding group. 

Our findings are most interesting: the property at 
the Harbor, if developed properly, can generate many 
tax dollars for the town, .At present, this ,landqu7. 
not producing its fair share of .the -tax revenue, autue 
construction of a Harbor Village and a Conference Cen- 
ter would produce these vital tax dollars, give employ- 
ment (possibly year round) to a number of local resi- 
dents, and provide a needed service in southern Maine. 
Those df us on the committee are reminded constantly 
of the conservation interests of the public, and we 
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feel strongly that at least 50% of the man-made land 
area at the Harbor should be permanently retained in 
a natural’ state.*y Further, after interviewing profes- 
sionals (both residents and non-residents), we are 
encouraged by their positive response to our ideas on 
the controlled development of Wells Harbor.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Public Library has continued to grow during our 
third year of service to the people of Wells. We 
issued cards to 725 people bringing the total number 
of borrowers to 4,218. We circulated 29,115 items 
during the year, a 22% increase over 1980. We pres- 
ently have 13,842 books in our collection of which 65% 
are gifts from the community. 2,873 books, 3/7 pam- 
phlets, 40 tapes and 28 records were added to the 
library in 1981. 

In addition to the lending of our materials, the 
library has been involved in many other activities. 
During the school year the librarian conducted a 
weekly preschool storytime. Children from two nursery 
schools and two elementary classes visited the library. 
The library continued its sponsorship of Girl Scout 
Troop #75. They, along with another troop, had a 
display to publicize Girl Scout Week. Twice this year 
art work of our school children has been on display. 
Also people from the community have exhibited the 
following: Photographs of Maine, antique tableware, 
inkwells, polished rocks, local historical postcards, 
decorative Christmas angels, civic awards and Norman 
Rockwell plates. 

The library has been represented outside the comm— 
unity at two functions. In April for National Library 
Week, the Friends of the Library were part of a library 
demonstration at the Maine Mall in South Portland. In 
May the Friends went to the Learning Fair at York High 
School with a dispvlav of materials from the librarv. 
The Friends of Wells Public Librarv are an active 
group that contribute to the enrichment of the librarv. 
This past vear thev have sponsored programs on the 
following subiects: citizen participation in town 
government, herbs and potpourri, the town fire depart- 
ments, the prevention of blindness, a Christmas crafts 
and fashion show and a Christmas Open House. The 
Friends have raised money for the library by having 
a yard sale and three food sales. They have started 
a newsletter to inform the public of library services 
and activities. Along with contributions from the 
Wells High School Student Council they have finished 
the landscaping in front of the library. The sign at 
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the end of the walk with the library hours was made 

and donated by students at the Sanford Vocational High 
School. The Wells-Ogunquit Lions Club donated a collec- 
tion of large print books for the visually handicapped. 
These books supplement a rotating collection of large 
print books that we receive from the Maine State Li- 
brary. We issued four talking book machines to the 
visually handicapped this year. 

The library effectively uses volunteers in provid- 
ing the library services to the community. Presently 
the library has nine women who volunteer regularly. 

We want to publicly thank all of our volunteers for 
contributing to the success of the library. 

Finally, the Wells Public Library, Inc. is grateful 
for the continued support from our friend and neigh- 
bors. You support us not only through your tax appro- 
priation but also through your individual and group 
donations. Your contributions make the library a more 
important and valuable community resource.

The Information Bureau opened its 1981 season on 
Memorial Day weekend and closed Labor Day.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PERSONNEL AND REVIEW 


This year was a very busy one for the Personnel 
Board. Two new members were elected to the Board in 
March and our chairman resigned in October. Prelimi- 
nary meetings were held with the Town Manager and the 
Code Enforcement Officer with regard to bringing the 
town's personnel policies in line with the Federal 
Affirmative Action guidelines. 

Two meetings were held with a representative from 
the Maine Municipal Association to help us set up a 
committee to establish standards for promotion testing 
for police officers. The Board agreed to accept a plan 
for promotion devised by the Maine Municipal Associa- 
tion. 

The following salary policy was proposed by the 
Board after an extensive study of the comparative 
salaries of surrounding communities: $1,200. per year 
raise for salaried employees and firemen; 47¢ per hour 
raise for hourly employees; 47¢ per hour raise for 
full time part-time employees; 30¢ per hour raise for 
seasonal employees. The percentage rate for these 
raises would fall tetween 3.5% and 7.92. 

Four amendments to the Personnel Board Rules and 
Regulations were prepared for the 1982 Town Warrant 
with two public hearings scheduled for January 1982. 
These amendments would establish a pregnancy leave 
policy, extend accumulated sick leave, make mandatory 
the reporting of absence to department heads and make 
a mandatory attendance requirement for Personnel Board 
members.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Wells Police Department had a very active year 
during 1981 showing a steady increase in the number of 
calls for police services, which have been on the rise 
for the past several years. 

Patrolmen Roger P. Nagy and Richard T. Connelly, 
of this department, attended the 41st Municipal/County 
Basic Police School from September 8th through November 
25th, graduating 4th and Sth respectively, in, a,class 
of 34. Patrolman Roger Nagy received the Academy's 
Professionalism Award with a score of 100%. 

This year our dispatcher resigned to accept a posi- 
tion as a police officer in a neighboring town. As of 
the 6th of September, our communications have been 
handled by the York County Communications Service which 
is housed in the York County Jail. This service has 
been excellent, giving us coverage 24 hours a day and 
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providing us with many associated services that only 
a full time dispatch can provide, at a very nominal 
cost. 

The purchase of a police motorcycle in June has 
given the police department a higher degree of visi- 
bility and mobility during the summer months when our 
roads are crowded with vacationers. A recapitulation 
of the types of service performed by the use of the 
motorcycle over this 2 month span is as follows: 57 
civil complaints, 21 motor vehicle accidents, 5 arrests, 
22 traffic stops, 52 parking tickets issued, 2 stolen 
vehicles recovered, 1 lost boat recovered, 2 fire 
assist calls, 2 parades, and 2 emergency hospital 
delivery runs. This was accomplished during 2,400 
miles of patrol, using 57 gallons of gasoline, giving 
an average of 42 miles per gallon. 

On June lst Officer Stephen Clark was assigned the 
position of Detective in the department. During the 
past / months. manv reported crimes were turned over 
to him for investigation with the following results: 

38 Burglaries were investigated - 2 unfounded, 1 arrest 
warrant issued, and 18 arrests were made. 1 Robbery 
was investigated. 3 cases of Receiving Stolen Property 
were investigated, and all were cleared. 1 Arson in- 
vestigated, resulting in 1 arrest. 6 Recovered 

Stolen Motor Vehicles were investigated which led to 
the arrest of 4 persons by other jurisdictions. 34 
Thefts, that through investigation, caused 11 arrests 
and 3 to be unfounded. 1 case of Forgery, with l 
arrest. 3° drug related cases resulting in 3 arrests. 

2 sex offense cases, both cleared by arrest. As a 
result of investigation, 3 search warrants were 
requested - all were successful, and resulted in 5 arrests.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


The year of 1981 has been an exciting year of trans- 
ition for Civil Defense in Wells, whereby we have changed 
the whole concept of the program and instituted a new 
Emergency Operations Plan and submitted it to the county 
civil defense agency for approval. 

It is also my first year in operation as director of 
civil defense here in Wells, and it has appeared that 
it has been an up hill struggle all the way since I 
became director last fall, but it appears that the pro- 
gram is now on it's feet and moving very well toward 
it's goal of being "EMERGENCY READY" which is the basic 
function of civil emergency preparedness, to minimize 
the loss of life in time of emergency or disaster. 

Thankfully, 1981 was a year when potential disasters 
were kind to us here in Wells, as we are located in a 
high-risk area considering the population of the town 
and the potential threats that there are to threaten 
us, which are the sea to the east and weather from the: 
sea and the tides, including potential high water and 
flooding. 

In the year of 1981 there were potential disasters 
which have threatened us here in Wells including 
unfortunately a rail disaster which we were fortunate 
that the damage was minimal to the residents of the 
area, and there were no injuries, toxic fumes or gas 
leaks from the train. On the other hand a major threat 
was averted by a workman and the Wells Corner Fire 
Department when it was alerted that there was a large 
amount of gas leaking from the former Texgas plant on 
Depot Street, and gas leak was attributed to workman 
error leaving a valve open and exhausting large amounts 
of gas in to the air which could have ignited like a 
large cigarette lighter by the slightest spark. 

It is expected that the year of 1982 will reveal a 
much more organized and functioning civil defense 
network primarily organized by area volunteers, who 
are expected to receive training through drills and 
training sessions to help combat more efficiently the 
threats that may prevail against us. Although many 
threats can be eliminated by the prudent watchfulness 
ef the general public, there are many areas that are 
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far beyond our control - ie: floods, hurricanes, tor- 


nadoes, to name only a few. 
We in the emergency defense team solicit your support 


for the 1982 year and are looking toward many of you 
coming forward with your talents to assist in the oper- 
ation and if you feel that you may be able to assist, 
we will see that you receive training in an area that 
you feel able to serve as there is no substitute for 


experience and training. We welcome you.

REPORT OF WELLS CLAM CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


We have had to start from scratch on the clam flats 
since they have been closed for eleven years. A new 
Clam Ordinance had to be drawn up and voted in at Town 
Meeting. We had the flats surveyed to find out what 
we had for stock and also the state has kept a team of 
men working on the pollution testing,which has not 
shown that much progress. 

Town residents were issued 300 licenses to dig in 
the Drakes Island area and also lst and Majors flats. 
There were 704 pecks taken out of Drakes Island and 
417 pecks taken on lst and Majors flats. The Committee 
worked on getting some of the clam flats reseeded and 
have reseeded three fourths of an acre at Majors with 
175,000 small clams bought from the University of Maine 
hatchery.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


The election law requires the Board of Voter Regi- 
strationto set aside certain days before election for 
the purpose of registering voters. Ina community the 
size of Wells, the Board must be open between the 6th 
and 10th business days prior to all regular elections 
and the 2nd and 3rd business days prior to all Special 
elections. 

Following these dates, a ''closed" period for regi- 
stration occurs, during which registrars prepare the 
final voting list for the upcoming election. 

Proof of citizenship, age and residence may be re- 
quired by the Board in the form of documented evidence 
at the time of registration. 


21 M.R.S.A. 638 CHANGE OF NAME OR ADDRESS 

When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other 
process of law, or when his street address is changed, 
the following provisions apply: 

1. NOTICE. The voter must give written notice to 
the registrar of his new and former names or addresses 
before the close of registrations prior to election day. 

2. CORRECTION OF NAME OR ADDRESS. The registrar 
shall correct his name or address on the voting list, 
and he may then vote under his new name or in his new 
district on election day.

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KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT & WELLS WATER DISTRICT 
TRUSTEES REPORT 


This quasi-municipal corporation, chartered by the 
State Legislature in 1921, supplies the towns of 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit, Wells, and small 
portions of Arundel, Biddeford (Biddeford Pool) and 
York. The affairs of the District are managed by a 
four member Board of Trustees, one each chosen by 
town election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit 
and Wells. 

With some major system improvements substantially 
completed in 1980, this year was reserved for mainten- 
ance and future planning. 

Recognizing that: 

1. Turbidity and trihalomethanes must be prevented 
from exceeding E.P.A. Primary Drinking Water 
Standards. 

2. Work Safety Standards must be met. 

3. Present chlorination and chemical feed facili- 
ties need upgrading to meet new quality demand, 

4. Operational economies may result from this 
facilities upgrading. 

E. C. Jordan was engaged to conduct a wages Quality 
Study at the Branch Brook Treatment Plant. As a re- 
sult of this study, with its conclusions and recommend- 
ations, the District is proceeding with Phase I to 
renovate the chlorination facilities. This wid da 
clude constructing a storage and feed room in the Old 
Filter Building to accommodate 1 ton chlorine cylinders 
and installing pre-, post- and standby chlorination gas 
feed systems. Phase II will include replacing the 
present dry soda ash and alum chemical feed system. 

To enable the District's system t6 keep pace with 
the increasing population growth and its resulting 
demands, the E. C. Jordan Co. has been engaged to 
perform a comprehensive study of the area's water 
needs. The firm will also recommend a time schedule 
of plant and system improvements necessary to serve 
those needs over the next 20 to 30 years. As part of 
this periodic updating of the District's long and 
short range system improvement plan, the major compo- 
nents of the Distribution System will be duplicated 
in a computer model for use as a valuable tool in 


hydraulic studies. ae 


Continuing on this theme, the Branch Brook watershed 
aquifer has been duplicated in‘a computerized model to 
aid as a planning tool. 

On April 1, 1981 an application to increase revenues 
by 37.2%, based on the test year of 1980, was submitted 
COV Ene P. Ue Cicands was consequently allowed on October 
8, 1981. This increase was needed to cover the remain- 
ing cost of the major improvements completed in 1980, 
the higher interest and shorter terms in the money 
market, and the ever increasing costs of doing day to 
day business.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT ANNUAL REPORT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees present its 
annual report to the sewer users and tax payers of the 
Town of Wells. This report will encompass all major 
aspects of the District. The achievements realized as 
well as matters of concern. 

The treatment plant is treating an average flow of 
0.457 million gallons per day which is approximately 
one third of our designed capacity. This is being done 
using a minimum number of process components in the 
facility and still maintaining a very high quality 
effluent. The District's seven pump stations functioned 
well through the course of the year. In 1981 340,000 
gallons of sludge was generated at the plant, the sludge 
is sprayed in a liquid state on a Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection approved site. In the year 1981 
electrical use at the plant and pump stations was 
reduced from 906,908 kilowatt-hours in 1980 to 775,615 
kilowatt-hours in 1981. This is a substantial reduc- 
tion on electrical use. 

One of our major problem areas has been the continual 
settling of Pump Station #2 (Webhannet Drive) and 
Pump Station #6 (Bourne Avenue). Pump Station #2 has 
shown no settlement within the past year. It appears 
to be stabilized at this time.’ Pump Station #6 has 
shown a slightly slower rate of settlement within the 
past few months. Engineering studies predict Pump 
Station #6 should stabilize by late spring or early 
summer of 1982:° At this time the District will come 
sult with EVP. A. and "DE. P. ottacr ae concerning the 
final repairs to these stations. All past soils 
engineering studies done in reference to the pump 
Stations settling have been declared an eligible cost. 

One of the major accomplishments for the Board has 
been the re-evaluation of the old sewer user assess-— 
ment method, and its replacement with a much more 
equitable assessment method. 

The Trustees in June settled the Tuttle's law suit 
with a 575,000. payment to the Tuttles. . The Niche ee 
now is pursing the contractors and engineers through 


a law suit to recover the monies paid to the Tatt bes. 
In December of 1980 and December of 1981 the Board 
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of Trustees requested that the Wells Board of Selectmen 
place on the Town warrant an article to appropriate a 
sum of money to be used for debt retirement; whereas 
the whole Town receives benefits from the operation 
of the sanitary district. The Selectmen have refused 
to put the article on the warrant. 

The Board of Trustees in 1981 held 31 meetings, 12 
regular and 14 specials.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. 

A certificate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by 
the Maine Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time 
director and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters 

of the District. Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and be- 
came fully operational during December, 1979. Final construction work will be 
completed early in 1982. The following is an estimate of the total project 
cost, including construction and organization, and participation by governmental 
agencies: 


Total project cost estimate $20,900,000 
Less - estimated participation by U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) $11,050,000 
Maine Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) 3,700,000 
Farmers Home Administration (FmHA) 2,100,000

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will depend upon their final 
approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of $2,910,000 
through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share of the required funds 
as estimated at that time. During April 1981 the Farmers Home Administration 
loaned the District $1,182,000 to be repaid over a period of forty years with 
interest at 5%.

Note 2 - Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
betterments are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight-line basis over a ten year period 
beginning in 1980. 


Interest expense on construction financing (less interest earned 
on unexpended funds) was capitalized as part of the cost of the 
physical plant facilities through December 31, 1980. 


Interest income on invested funds (less interest expense on 
construction financing) has been shown as other income commencing 
in the year ended December 31, 1981. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to 

the bond issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight-line basis over 

the 40 year term of the bond.

who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by insurance 
contracts.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies employed in 
preparation of the financial statements follows: 


Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds 
or group of accounts described below, each of which is 
deemed to be a separate accounting entity. A statement of 
general fixed assets as of December 31, 1981 is not pre- 
sented as records of their cost are not maintained. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for 
delivery of those services traditionally provided by a 
municipal government, which are not accounted for in other 
funds, are accounted for in the General Fund. These 
services include, among other things, general government, 
public safety, highways and streets, public, works) schools 
and recreation. 


Capital Projects Funds and Capital Reserve Funds 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of capital facil- 
ities are accounted for in Capital Projects and Capital 
Reserve Funds. Such resources are derived principally from 
proceeds of general obligation bond issues and from federal 
and state grants. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary respon- 
Sibility are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts 
Unmatured long-term general obligation bonds and _ notes 


payable are accounted for in the Long-Term Debt Group of

Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General Fund are Maintained = and 
reported on the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, financial 
resources are recognized when measurable and available to 
finance operations during the year. Liabilities are 
recognized when obligations are incurréd from receipt of 
goods and services or when assessments are made by the 
State. Interest on tong-term general obligation bonds 
payable is recognized when it becomes payable. The Town 
follows the policy of recording Property taxes on the 
accrual method and other General Fund revenue, such as 
motor vehicle excise taxes, on a cash basis. Federal 
revenue sharing assistance is recorded as revenue as 
amounts are appropriated. Federal and state reimbursement 
type grants are recorded as receivables and sources of 
financial resources as the related’ uses of financial 
resources are recorded. 


The accounts of the Capital Projects Funds, Capital Reserve 
Funds and Trust Fund are maintained and reported on the 
accrual basis of accounting. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when pur- 
chased and inventory is not reflected in the financial 
statements. 


General Obligation Bonds and Notes supported by general 
revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole and not its 
individual constituent funds. Accordingly, unmatured 
obligations are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt 
Group of Accounts.

Trust Fund investments are stated at cost.

All Town employees, except for non-professionals in the 
Department of Education, are covered by the Maine State 
Retirement System.

ees and particularly, Mr. Littlefield himself, the 
transition has been a smooth one. I must admit to 
having had some second thoughts when, two days after 

I arrived on the job in April, we had twenty inches 

of snow. 


1982 was a year of a number of improvements in our 
community and it was also a year of the birth of a 
number of new and exciting projects. 


For a brief time it appeared as though we might lose 
the sea wall and part of the parking lot at Wells 
Beach. However, the prompt and efficient effort of 
our highway crew prevented any further movement of 
the wall and, according to engineering estimates, 
the wall has been stabilized for the foreseeable 
future. In that same area, new concrete block pub- 
lic rest rooms were constructed replacing the old 
wooden structure. 


Because of a new policy adopted at the State Depart- 
ment of Transportation, we have 20+ more miles of 
highway to maintain. This is in addition to approx- 
imately 10 miles of highway which have been desig- 
nated as being in the compact zone of the community. 
We did manage to pave Route 1 from the Mile Road to 
the Ogunquit line as well as eleven miles of other 
roads which were in need of repair. 


With the welcome addition of Bob Pulito as a recrea- 
tion director, the Recreation Department was even 
more active than usual. The town owes a debt of 
gratitude to the Maine National Guard for it's 
efforts on behalf of the Recreation Department. 
Additionally, Bob has made a diligent and successful 
effort to establish a working relationship with 
school officials. As a result, thé’ recreation sda 
partment has been given permission to use a number 
of school facilities for the benefit of those Wells' 
citizens who choose to participate in those recrea- 
tional activities which are available as a result. 


The Board of Selectmen has named a fifteen person 
advisory committee which will be responsible for 
overseeing the activities and management of the 
Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary. 


The Board has also named eight people to serve as 
members of the Board of Directors of the Wells Harbor 
Development Corporation. The Corporation has held 
one organizational meeting. At it's next meeting, 
the Corporation will be developing a prioritized 

list of tasks to be accomplished. 


In the summer 1982 the Selectmen appointed a Solid 
Waste Committee for the purpose of exploring the 
various alternatives available for solid waste 
disposal, of determining the cost of each and a time 
frame for implementation thereof and, Final ly. oF 
developing a firm recommendation that the Selectmen 
could put before the voters at the March town meet- 
ing. The members worked diligently on the project 
and found that there was no easy and, certainly, no 


inexpensive solution to the problem. With the able 
help of the engineering firm of Woodward & Curran, 
the committee accomplished each assigned task in 
the time frame allotted. The members are to be 
commended for their effort. 


A major development which took place during the past 
year was the welcome addition of a new industry in 
the community. Shaw's Supermarket commenced con- 
structiin of a 225,000 square foot warehouse in 

the Industrial Park adjacent to Spencer Press. 
Shaw's officials anticipate that this distribution 
center will be operational in early 1984 and will 
employ approximately 60 local residents at that 

time with an additional 40 to be employed over a 
five year period thereafter. 


We regret that we have lost or will be losing 
several people from the roster of town employees. 
Sid Wentworth retired on 1 October 1982 after 

nine years as assessor for the town and Donald 
James retired on 22 December 1982 after twelve 
years employment as a fireman at Wells Beach. Patty 
Garvin, who has worked in the town office for the 
past six years, will be leaving in April to spend 
more time with her family, an addition to which will 
be arriving in May. We would like to thank these 
three for their fine work in the past and to wish 
them the best of everything in their future endeavors. 


Finally, my family and I would like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the town employees and all of 
the citizens of Wells for making our move to the 
area such a pleasant one.

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NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


According to the Laws of the State, each owner of a 
dog age of six months or older, shall on or before 
January lst, annually, cause such dog to be licensed 
in the Municipal Clerk's office in the town where 
such dog is kept. Applicant must provide proof 

that such dog has been immunized against rabies. 


A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license issued 
on all dogs capable of producing young, male or fe- 
male. Each dog shall be considered capable of pro- 
ducing young unless a certificate issued by a veter- 
inarian stating that the dog has been made incapable 
of producing young. When such certification accom- 
panies the application the fee shall be $3.00. 


Whoever keeps an unlicensed dog commits a civil 
violation for which a fine of $25.00 may be adjudged. 
Also, there is a late charge of $4.00 after the Board 
of Selectmen issue the Warrant for unlicensed dogs.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


A long time goal of the volunteer Wells Recreation 
Commission was attained at the March Town Meeting 
when voters approved the hiring of a full-time Parks 
and Recreation Director. 


The temporary recreation office is at the Walter 
Marsh Recreation Area on Rte 9A. The telephone 
number is 646-5826. Many thanks go to the Wells 
Recreation Commission which las offered the needed 
support necessary to promote recreational growth 
and constructive use of leisure in this community. 


Many volunteer work days were held at the Recreation 
area this past year to prepare for work sessions by 
the National Guard. These work sessions have 
brought us closer to the final development of two 
more baseball fields and a utility field to comple— 
ment the already existing facilities at the Recrea— 
tion area. 


A 16 H.P. Roper tractor with a mower, trailer, and 
infield drag was purchased and is a valuable asset 
to our grounds maintenance schedule. A chainsaw 
was also purchased and has been used extensively 
for selective cutting. 500 spruce seedlings were 
planted to form a buffer between the parking lot 
and Rte 9A and to replace many of the trees that 


were cut during the construction phase of the Rec- 
reation area. 


The school year ended, and the summer began with the 
8 week Summer Playground Program which was attended 
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by Ll? chitdren. "Two playground supervisors assisted 


in this program which saw the children take part in 
organized and informal games, arts and crafts, "Hat 
Day", "Ice cream Day", Festival Weekend contests 

and games, weekly field trips, and other activities. 


The Senior Babe Ruth State Tournament was held on 


our baseball field in late July with Wells-—Kennebunk

baseball season and the tournament and provided much 
support for our local youth. ; 


The fitness trail was used extensively from late 
Spring through late fall as were the tennis courts. 


An expanded Festival Weekend was held AUR. 2.St and 
22nd. Craft shows, game, chainsaw sculpture, pony 
rides and other activities along with two road races, 
a chicken barbeque and a concert by the Air Force 
Band provided entertainment for all ages. 


Fall programs consisted of Flag Football (grades 
3-6), Pee Wee Soccer (grades 1-4), Adult Tennis 
Lessons, a Senior Citizen bus trip to the Fryeburg 
Fair and a Halloween Party co-sponsored with the 
Chamber of Commerce which 234 costumed children 
attended. ) 


Winter programs are Adult Co-Ed Volleyball and 
Basketball, Men's Basketball, Youth Basketball

(grades 2-6), ice skating and cross country skiing. 
More Senior Citizen Bus Trips and activities are 
in the planning stage. 


The Department sponsored Little League, 3 Babe

The Conservation Commission reformed in January 1982 
after eight years of inactivity. This year the Commission 
has carefully researched plans for public developments 
in the Laudholm Beach area proposed, respectively, by the 
Laudholm Farm Trust and the State Department of Parks 
and Recreation. In its report to the Selectmen, the 
Commission has recorded its support for integrating the 
two proposals in a way that will not detract from the 
preservation of the Laudholm Farm as an estuarine sanctuary 
and that will not compromise the quality of traditional 
recreational activities or the natural resources at Laudhol 
Beach.

paths in the town (in cooperation with the Recreation 
Committee) (2)a campaign to plant trees and shrubs along 
public byways (in cooperation with the Arbor Committee) 
(3)researching and recording the value of natural resources 
throughout the town and (4)suggesting to the Planning Board 
ways of conserving the beauties of the town.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 1982 ANNUAL REPORT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees present their 
annual report to the District's users and the tax- 
payers of Wells. 


The Wells Sanitary District, a quasi-municipal 
corporation, was established on December 10, 19/0, 
and after nine years of hard work a sewer system 
and wastewater treatment plant became a reality 
for the citizens of the Town of Wells. 


The District is governed by a five member publicly 
elected Board of Trustees whose terms run for three 
years. The Board's meetings are regularly scheduled 
and the public is invited to attend all meetings 
held by the Trustees. 


The District's Wastewater Treatment Plant treated 
189 million gallons of wastewater in 1982, a 12% 
increase in flow over 1981, and the contaminants 
in the wastewater were reduced by 88% on a daily 
basis. 600 thousand gallons of sludge was dis- 
posed of and recycled as a soil conditioner. 


The Board is proud that it has stayed within it's 
budget for two consecutive years and although we 
are in the preliminary phase of 1983 budget prepa- 
ration, we anticipate that present sewer user rates 
will be maintained at the same level another year, 
with the same quality of service. 


The Board would like to thank the following people 
and organizations who have been most helpful and 
cooperative with the Board and employees: The 
Wells Beach Fire Company for monitoring the Dis- 
trict's remote alarms and to all the plumbers and 
drain-layers for their fine spirit and cooperation 
in connecting homes and businesses into the sewer 
system.

If the owners 
cannot be located, the animal is taken to the Kenne- 
bunk animal shelter when there is room for it to be 
accepted. If there is no room, I keep the animal 
until space becomes available. The Kennebunk shelter 
bills the Town of Wells (Animal Control Account) for 
each animal that is received. If an animal is not 
claimed within eight days of the time it is picked 
up, it is either put up for adoption or destroyed. 


If someone has an unwanted animal, it is his/her 
responsibility to arrange for it's disposal, other- 
wise the costs would be shifted to the taxpayer.

During the year the number of dwelling units in 
our territory grew 32. .Despite the Current eda. = 
mics, our district has continued to grow as has 
the demand for our Services. 


Our biggest project in the past year has been 

to ¢quip ourselves as a Medical First Response 
Unit. This has been dene te provide the residents 
in our ar2a with medical assistance and stabili- 
zation prior to the arrival of the ambulance. 

We had five more people attend the state Emer- 
gency Medical Technician course, boosting our 
total to eleven. We are currently in the process 
of becoming licensed by the state as an Emergency 
Medical Response Service. 


We have held and attended numerous training 
exercises throughout the year, encompassing 
various firefighting techniques as well as 
rescue procedures and medical training. Our 
well attended training programs and large 
training budget for outside education indicate 
the high level of interest our members pursue. 


Our firehouse is now completely insulated and 
kitchen remodeling has begun. 


Our Women's Auxiliary has reorganized and has 
been tremendously successful in several fund- 
raising activities. They have generously 

contributed to our medical Supplies and have

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REPORT OF WELLS HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


1982 was a busy year during which many jobs arose 
which we neither planned nor budgeted for. The 
winter was a very busy one in that we had approxi- 


mately three times the number of storms that occurred 


i FOS1o The season was topped off with a’ 20-inch 
snowfall on 6 and 7 April. 


In May it became apparent that we were in imminent 
danger of losing the sea wall at Casino Square in 
Wells Beach. By placing filter fabric and large 
rocks and stones on the seaward side of the wall, 
we have Succeeded in stabilizing the wall. -The 
project engineer is satisfied that not only was 
the job done in accordance with the designed plan, 
we have exceeded the requirements described it che 
specifications. 


Several rest room projects were next on the agenda. 
The old rest room at Wells Beach was replaced by a 
new building constructed with concrete block and 
brick. Badly needed new plumbing fixtures were 
wneralied.-eAt Drakes Island the rest rooms were 
moved on to town owned property and were connected 
to the town water and sewer systems. We had to 
dig a new well at El Pond after the previous one 


went dry. 
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In addition to repairing and maintaining the town 
owned vehicles and equipment, the Highway Department 
accomplished various and sundry tasks for the School 
Department, Library, High Pine Fire Association, 
Wells Branch Fire Association, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Recreation Committee. 


Despite the fact that the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection has found that our sanitary 
landfill has been very well managed and maintained, 
D.E.P. has decreed that we shall have to find an 
alternative method of solid waste disposal. A 
committee appointed by the Selectmen has been 
working diligently to provide the community with 
several alternatives in this matter. 


The responsibilities of the Highway Department have 
increased substantially during the past year. ...On 

1 July, the State Department of Transportation 

turned over the maintenance responsibility for 
approximately 20 miles of state aid road to the town. 
On 1 October, D.O.T. turned over 12 additional miles 
of roads now located in the compact zone of the 

town. Included in this area are 5 miles of U. S. 
Route #1. | 


While I feel confident that we can handle the extra 
work with the crew that we now have, I would ask for 
the citizens' forebearance and patience... [Tt mayer ake 
a little longer than normal to resolve individual 
problems. 


Part of Route #1 and all of the state aid roads 

were paved this year. This was accomplished by 
setting aside town and state money each year for 

State aid road improvements. I feel that..the. Boards 54 
of Selectmen and Town Managers, past and present, 

have shown excellent judgment in purchasing equipment 
for the department. By buying the best we get extra 
years of service. Preventive maintenance remains 

the name of the game however, and we strive to 


correct small problems before they develop into 
expensive ones.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


1982 marks the end of the Wells Public Library's 
fourth year of operation. We.have been very busy 

in the library this year. ‘We lent 34,244 items during 
the year, an °§18% increase over 1981. We presently 
have 16,257 books in our collection of which 62% 

are gifts from the community. 2,415 books, 296 
pamphlets, 34 tapes and 68 records were added to 

our: collection: in! 1982. :«Weiteaued borrower's cards 


to 667 people bringing the total number of borrowers 
to 4,885. 


Our children's programming included weekly preschool 
Storytimes from September through May. A local 
storyteller told the children's story, Chartottets 
Web. The Girl Scouts read to younger children and 
had a display during Girl Scout Week. A Cub Scout 
troop has planted Spring flowers around the flagpole ~— 
aS a project to benefit ana beautify the town. 

The librarian has given several class tours, and 

we have displayed the school children's art work 
throughout the year. In addition to the children's 
art displays, people from the community have exhibited 
various collections: Photographs, seashells, toy 


mice, book illustrations and women's fashions of the 
past,

The librarian and assistant still depend heavily 
on the dedicated staff of volunteers who serve the 
library and its users so faithfully. Our public 
library is unique in its dependence upon volunteers 
for library service. Seventeen volunteers donated 
a total of 1,610 hours in 1982. 


The town crew did an excellent job of expanding 

the library parking lot this year. We have provided 
parking for the elderly and handicapped as well as 
five additional parking spaces. 


The Friends of the Wells Public Library have con- 
tinued their valuable library support. Their 
programs have included speakers on new Maine pro- 
bate laws, how to save money with small appliances, 
York County's influence in state government, and 
Afghanistan - past, present and future. The Friends 
also sponsor the library's Christmas Open House. 
Their fund raising activities have consisted of 
two bake and plant sales, a yard sale and a latch 
hook rug raffle. The Friends publish a quarterly 
newsletter to publicize library activities and to 
report news of interest to our readers. 


Our library was represented again this year at the 
Learning Fair held at Marshwood High School in May. 
Also, Mrs. Marjorie Campbell, Library Board and 
Friends member, was one of four people who spoke 

at a regional meeting on Friends of Library Organi- 
zations. Our Friends group is one of the few that 
have incorporated in the state. 


The librarian attended several workshops and meet- 
ings devoted to library automation and the use of 
microcomputers in public libraries. In fact, we 
foresee the need for a computer not only for more 
efficient library operations but also for meeting 
educational and informational needs of people in 
the community. 


Finally, the members of the Wells Public Library 


Board wish to thank all of you who have supported 
the library during the past year. Our readers 
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have become our friends and we extend an invitation 
to all of the people of Wells to join the library. 
The public library is a community resource that 
truly all can enjoy.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Activity of the Wells Police Department has increased 
as has been projected for the past several years. 

The increase of complaints received and handled is 

30 percent higher than 1981. Persons charged has 
increased 20 percent over 1981 figures. During this 
period of time traffic accidents have fallen slightly, 
by 08 percent. 


Credited for these activities are a highly visible 
and active Traffic Division consisting of two patrol 
officers who enforce traffic regulations by use of 

a police cruiser and a motorcycle. One officer 
trained in accident investigation and education to 
the public helped to lower the accident rate. It 

is anticipated that our second traffic officer. 

will be formally trained in the same manner when 
courses become available. 


A very active Detective Division has substantially 
increased our arrest record as well as solving 
many of the crimes that have been committed in our 
community. Records indicate that the crime of 
burglary is down 31 percent. Property recovered is 
up to 54.6 percent in 1982. This figure is well 
above national average. Another of our patrol 
officers has been assigned, when needed and available, 
to assist and understudy this position to give both 
help in investigations and to assure the division's 
smooth operation in case of sickness, vacation or 
for any reason that our detective may be assigned 
elsewhere for an extended period of time. When 
available, this officer will attend schooling 
applicable to these duties. 


One officer has resigned this year, to go to a 
larger department. As of this time, examinations 
have been administered to a number of applicants. 


The hiring process is continuing. 


A source of complaint during the summer months has 
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been eliminated by the relocation of parking spaces 
at the Eastern Shore Parking Lot, and,more notice- 
ably, at the Casino Square Parking Lot. This was 
accomplished by the loss of only four parking spaces 
and the help of a very cooperative Town Highway 
Department. 


Eight persons from this department attended the 
Reserve Officers Training School. Seven of these 
have been added to our Reserve Force Rolls as Certi- 
fied Reserve Officers, per a criteria of the Maine 
Criminal Justice Academy. Several have added to 
their training by attending other available courses. 
To date these reserve officers have donated over 

400 hours of service to the department. We can be 
justifiably proud of the professional manner in 
which they have carried out their duties. 


Over the span of several months, regular and reserve 
officers have donated their time and use of their 
personal motorcycles to assist in the Spring Clean- 
up Day, bike-a-thon to raise money for Pine Tree 
Society for Crippled Children, Bike-a-thon to raise 
money for Cystic Fibrosis and to safeguard runners 
during three road races held in Wells. 


The Wells Police Department, aided by citizens 
contributions, presented the "Officer Phil" program 
in the Wells Elementary Schools. This consisted 

of a talk about safety, citizenship and conduct. 
Coloring books were distributed to each child.“ ande 
a movie was shown. "Officer Phil", an animated, 


human size, talking dog, spoke to the children, to 
their delight. 


1982 was the first full year of a 24 hour dispatch 
through the York County Communications Systems. 

They have provided this Department with radio 
communications, telephone answering service and 
teletype response. In cooperation with the 
Communications System, the Town of Wells Police have 
entered into "Operation Blue Light", whereby 
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elderly or infirmed persons may be quickly located 
in case of emergencies. The coordinator in charge 
of the dispatch service has informed me that notifi- 
cation time to a police officer from the time a 
complaint is received is less than one minute.

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REPORT OF LAUDHOLM TRUST 


In June of 1982, the voters of Wells, by a more than 7 
three to one margin, enabled the town to accept 
ownership of the coastal lands known as Laudholm 
Farms for inclusion in the proposed National Estu- 


arine Sanctuary. 


That vote was necessary before Wells could re- 
ceive a grant for acquisition from the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, Office of Coastal Zone 
Management. The overwhelming support of the 
voters was a large factor in the awarding of 

the grant as follows: $580,000. which was 
allocated in September, 1982, and an additional 
$700,000. which will be released within the next 
year. 


This money must be matched, which means that the 
equivalent of a million dollars in cash and 
land donations must be raised. 


Laudholm Trust was established for the purpose 

of raising funds for the project. The Trust has 
obtained a tax exempt status so that all contri- 
butions to it are tax deductible. It has already 
received $400,000. in land gifts. Trust Member- 
ship, the "World's Largest Raffle" and contribu- 
tions have raised money to purchase an option 

on the property and enable the Trust to obtain 
professional counsel in fund raising. 


Once the property is purchased, the farm build- 
ings will be restored, trails will be established 
to make the many features of the Sanctuary access-— 
ible and the farm will be put back to work as it 
was at the turn of the century. There will be 
research opportunities, educational programs 

on the biology, geology and history of the area, 
workshops on gardening, draft horse handling, 
grain thrashing and much more.

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KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT & WELLS WATER DISTRICT 
1982 TRUSTEES REPORT 


This quasi-municipal corporation, chartered by the 
State Legislature in 1921, supplies the towns of 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit, Wells and small 
portions of Arundel, Biddeford (Biddeford Pool) and 
York. The affairs of the district are managed by 

a four member Board of Trustees, one each chosen by 
town election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit 
and Wells. 


On September 20,1982 an application to increase 
rates to produce a 16./7Z increase in revenues based 
on the test year 1981 was filed with the P.U.C. and 
the case is still pending. Higher interest rates 
and an accelerated bond amortization schedule are 
the major reasons for the needed increase. 


The improvements to the chlorination facilities at 
the Treatment Plant are 60Z completed and as soon 
as they are completed in early 1983, the improve- 
ments to the chemical treatment facilities will 
begin. When this second phase is completed in 
1984, the sodium content of the finished water will 
be decreased from the present 30 milligrams per 
liter to near OQ. 


In 1973, the District received a report from Coffin & 
Richardson Engineers with recommendations for improve- 
ments to the system. That year saw the beginning of 
the new era of petroleum price increases. With con- 
cern for what effects this might have on the econony 
of the area, the Trustees temporarily delayed most 

of the recommended improvements including distribu- 
tion mains and an additional water source. In 1976 
an unsuccesful application was submitted to EDA for 
a grant to build a 16" main from Biddeford to 
Kennebunk along Route 1, together with the necessary 
booster pumping station near the Biddeford-Arundel 
town line. 


Faced with a plant which was struggling to meet the 
maximum day demand, the Trustees authorized in the 
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late summer of 1978 the preparation of plans, 
specifications and bid letting on the new additional 
water source main between Biddeford and Kennebunk. 
By the summer of 1980 this project, which saw a 20" 
main installed rather than a 16", was completed as 
well as an additional 16" and 12" main to feed 
Kennebunkport and a 1.0 million gallon standpipe 

in Wells. 


Before authorizing further improvements to meet 
the current and expected demand, the Trustees 
commissioned the E. C. Jordan Co. in the fall of 
1981 to initiate a review and update of the dis- 
trict's system improvement plans with projections 
to the year 2020 using current hydraulic, consump- 
tion and census data. 


This study was completed and delivered to the 
Trustees November 23, 1982 with recommendations 
for the District to improve it's system in a four 
phase program from 1983 to the year 2020. Phase I 
is recommended to be completed before the summer 
of 1983 to meet the expected maximum day demand of 
4.5 million gallons and to relieve the low pressure 
problems being experienced along Route I in Wells. 
The recommended Phase I improvements with an 
estimated cost of $1,200,000. include a 20" main 
in two sections on Route I in Wells, 5200 feet 
from Storer Brook south to Laudholm Farm Road and 
7200 feet from Rte. 109 south to the Mile Road, 

an additional pump and standby power at the Moody 
Booster Station. 


The Trustees plan to meet jointly in early 1983 
with the members of the Boards of Selectmen and the 
Planning Boards of the seven town service area 
of the District to discuss Phases I through IV, 


their timing, the financial aspects and any possible 
alternatives. 


We appreciate the excellent cooperation which the 
District has received from Municipal and State 
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officials, contractors, plumbers, customers and 
the loyal efforts of the District's employees 
during this past year.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


I assumed the Civil Preparedness Director position 
again about mid-year. This has been a quiet year in 
that this community has not had any accidents that 
required a major response. However, we should not 
become too secure with our good fortune in that 
emergencies are not predictable. 


Since assuming the position, I was involved in a 
county-wide exercise that was evaluated by State 

and Federal Officials. Overall it was rated as 
excellent and the only major problem occurred in the 
area of communications which is a predominant problem 
nationwide. This exercise included a simulation of 
the Crisis Relocation Plan with a simulated move 

of people from High Risk communities in York County 
to the Town of Sanford which also came off without 

a -hiteh. 


Our Emergency Action Plan has been accepted by the 
County officials and I have completed a Warning 

Annex to be presented to the Selectmen shortly. 

After completion and acceptance of a Resource List 
and the Warning Plan, Wells will be able to partici- 
pate in a program with matching funds from the Feder- 
al Emergency Management Administration and Govern- 
ment Surplus program. When this occurs, we may want 
to expand our warning system to cover the outlying 
areas of Wells that have experienced rapid growth 

in the past few years to assure proper signal warning 
in an emergency situation. 


In December 1982 I attended a seminar presented by 
State Officials on winter storms and changes in 
Federal Floodplain insurance. The message was that 
major storms, i.e. the 1978 Winter Storm, fall into 
a pattern of occurring every four or five years. A 
quick look at the calendar would indicate that we 
are due or overdue. 
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All in all it has been a quiet year and I would hope 
that 1983 will be just as uneventful.

Civil Emergency Preparedness 
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REPORT OF WELLS BEACH HOSE CO. 


The Wells Beach Hose Co. had its most active year 
ever in 1982. The Wells Beach firemen were called 
on 1,662 times. They are as follows: 26 public 
assists, 19 meetings, 46 committee meetings, 48 
workdays, 49 special assignments, 454 fire permits, 
41 ambulance schools, 22 fire schools, 22 smoke 
checks, 34 structure fires, 12 non-structure- 
value, 7 non-structure-no value, 18 chimney fires, 
42 other alarms, 7 grass-woods, 11 vehicle, and 

804 ambulance calls. 


In May of this year the Wells Beach Hose Co. bought 
a new Ford ambulance at a price of over: $50,000. 
This was at no cost to the taxpayer. 


The Wells Beach Fire Dept. hired two ambulance 
attendants and firemen to work at the fire station 
last summer for 10 weeks during our busiest time. 
This was at no cost to the town. 


The Wells Beach Fire Department sent 7 people 

to Advanced Life Support School this year. This 
was not paid for or asked to be paid for by the 
taxpayers of Wells. This has already possibly 
saved the life of more than one patient that we 
have transported. 


The 804 ambulance calls we answered this year 

are up 163 calls over last year or 25% more. 
Because of our added number of ambulance calls 

and the inability to get help during the working 
hours of the week, the Wells Beach Fire Co. has 
hired a full time fireman-ambulance attendant from 
8 to 5 Monday thru Friday. This is at no cost to 
the town. Twenty one years ago in 1961 we had 84 
ambulance calls. Twenty years ago in 1962 we 

had 136 calls for ambulance. 


Last May when the Wells Beach Hose Co. was 
negotiating with the Selectmen for a new fire truck. 
at Wells Beach, the town did not have enough money 
in its truck account, so the Fire Dept. offered 
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to pay the difference between the cost of the truck 
and the amount in the truck account. The Selectmen 
rejected this offer and said they would pay for 

the truck if we would pay to get the floor in the 
fire house reinforced. Agreement was made that 

we would fix the floor this fall after the summer 
season. We ordered the new beams and installed 
them on the weekend of October 16 and 17. We 

had a certified welder and engineer on site while 
we were putting up the beams. A great job was 

done by the fire department volunteers and by 

the after hours help at Hussey Manufacturing Co. 

in North Berwick: This job probably saved the 

town around $20,000. 


The town voted for a new 2500 gallon fire truck 
for the Wells Beach Station in July of this year. 
The award of the bid went to Ford Motor Co. and 
Farrar Company, Inc. of Woodville, Mass. The fire 
truck arrived at Farrars on January 20, 1983. I 
expect it to be completed in June of 1983. The 
Wells Beach Hose Co. wishes to thank the people 

of Wells for buying this new truck for the Wells 
Beach station. 


On December 22 of this year H. Donald James 
retired from this station as a full time paid man 
after 12 years of service. We wish him a happy 
retirement. 


As you can see, the Wells Beach Volunteer Fire 
Department has been very active this year and tries 
to be self-supporting. If the town had a Municipal 
Fire Dept. instead of a volunteer fire department, 
the town could have easily spent $100,000. more 
from taxation. We think that the town is very 
lucky to have a volunteer fire department instead 
of a Municipal Fire Dept. because of the big savings 
in taxation. It bothers the fire departments 

when so many of us put so much time into the fire 
department free of charge to have some people of 
the town want to change the system and have a 
municipal fire department. We can wonder why we 
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are spending 5 or 6 nights a week at the fire depart- 
ment to have a strong volunteer fire department. We 
wish the people would get together and praise all 
this free labor instead of saying, ''We want to change 
this or that'"'. They should be saying, ''We hope 

you keep up this good work forever".

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies employed in 
Preparation of the financial statements follows: 


Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds 
Or group of accounts described below, each of which is 
deemed to be a separate accounting entity. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for 
delivery of those services traditionally provided by a 
municipal government, which are not accounted for in other 
funds, are accounted for in the General Fund. These 
services include, among other things, general government, 
public safety, highways and streets, public works, 
education and recreation. 


Capital Projects Funds 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of capital facili- 
ties are accounted for in Capital Projects. Such resources 
are derived principally from proceeds of general obligation 
bond issues and from federal and state grants. 


Capital Reserve Funds 


Capital Reserve Funds are used to account for funds appro- 
Priated from the General Fund designated capital expendi- 
tures. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary respon- 
sibility are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts 


Unmatured long-term general obligation bonds and notes 
payable are accounted for in the Long-Term Debt Group of

Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General Fund are maintained and 
reported. on the modified accrual basis 6f accoune a. 
Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, financial 
resources are recognized when meaSurable and available to 
finance operations during the year. Liabilities are 
recognized when obligations are incurred from receipt of 
goods and services or when assessments are made by the 
state. Interest on long-term general obligation bonds 
payable is recognized when it becomes payable. The Town 
follows the policy of recording property taxes on the 
accrual method and other General Fund revenue, such as 
motor vehicle excise taxes, on a cash basis. Federal 
revenue sharing assistance is recorded as revenue as 
amounts are appropriated. Federal and state reimbursement 
type grants are recorded as receivables and sources of 
financial resources as the related uses of financial 
resources are recorded. 


Deferred property tax revenue represents advance tax 
Payments toward next year's taxes and all of the current 
and prior year's taxes receivable which are expected to be 
collected sixty-one or more days subsequent to year end. 


The accounts of the Capital Projects Funds, Capital Reserve 
Funds and Trust Fund are maintained and reported on the 
accrual basis of accounting. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when pur- 


chased and inventory is not reflected in the financial 
statements. 


General Obligation Bonds and Notes Supported by general 
revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole and not its 
individual constituent funds. Accordingly, unmatured 


obligations are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt 
Group of Accounts.

Trust Fund investments are stated at cost.

Pension Expense 


Total pension expense of the General Fund amounted to $62,688 
during the current year. The remaining amount of prior service 
costs owed by the Town amounted to $19,945 at June 30, 1982, the 
date of the most recent valuation. The actuarially computed 
value of vested benefits has not been determined. The Town's 
policy is to fund pension costs accrued. 


Restatement 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting issued an 
interpretation on property tax revenue recognition which defines 
Property taxes available (Note 1 - Basis of Accounting) as those 
taxes which are "due or past due and receivable within the 
Current period and collected within the current period or 
expected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be used to 
pay liabilities of the current period. Such time thereafter 
shall not exceed 60 days". The interpretation is effective for 
years beginning after September 30, 1981. 


As of December 31, 1981 the property taxes then due and past due 
which were not collected within 60 days thereof amounted to 
$290,151. Accordingly, unappropriated surplus at December 31, 
1981 has been reduced by this amount. 


Administration 


In June, 1982, the Town acquired an interest in the property 
owned by Gladys N. Mathews and Mary Ann Nuzzo for $3,000 which 
is included in Administration expenditures.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. 
A certificate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by 
the Maine Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time 
director and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters 
of the District. Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and be- 
came fully operational during December, 1979. Final construction work was 
completed early in 1982. The following is an estimate of the total project 
cost, including construction and organization, and participation by governmental] 
agencies:

During April 1981 the District issued bonds in the 
amount of $1,182,000 to the Farmers' Home Administration to finance the remainder 
of the local share.

Note 2 ~ Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
betterments are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to Operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight-line basis over a ten year period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight-line basis over the 
40 year term of the bonds.

Note 4 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1982 there were claims and disputed items in connection with g 
the construction project; the District has filed cross-claims against other 
parties on these matters.

there would be no significant effect on the financial position of the District. 


Note 5 - Retirement Plan 


The District has a non-contributory pension plan covering all full-time employees || 
who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by insurance 
contracts. The cost to the District was $5,484 for 1982 and $3,096 for 1981.. 


Note 6 - FmHA Reserve 


Pursuant to the FmHA bond issue of April, 1981, the District is required to 
set aside $6,947 annually until a reserve of $69,467 is established. Amounts 
set aside in this reserve fund are treated as an appropriation of retained 
earnings. :

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Given the extended period of gorgeous weather this 
past summer our tourist industry must have had a banner 
year in 1983. In addition there were a number of other 
events occurring which highlighted our year. 


On 22 April your municipal officers were invited 
to attend the groundbreaking ceremony for Shaw's new 
distribution center in the Industrial Park. Of this 
multi-million dollar project, the freezer alone covers 
more than an acre of ground. Shaw's anticipate hiring 
sixty full time employees immediately upon commence- 
ment of operation with an additional forty to be added 
over a three or four year period. We offer a hearty 
Wells welcome to this new industry in our community. 


The members of the Harbor Development Corporation 
and the Solid Waste Committee have been working dili- 
gently throughout the year in planning for two major 
community projects. The Harbor Development Corporation 
intends to request proposals from prospective developer: 
within the next few months. After thoroughly examining 
all proposals, the members intend to select the best 
two or three and to have those developers submit de- 
tailed proposals for their plans for the development 
of the harbor area. In preparation for these efforts 
the corporation has already contracted with an engi- 
neering firm to conduct a traffic study which has been 
completed and a survey of the roads in the impacted 
area, i.e. Routes 1, 109 and Lower Landing Road. That 
survey should be completed in the spring. 


The Solid Waste Committee has been meeting on a 
weekly basis for the past year and a half. Engineering 
drawings are being finalized, and the committee will 
be requesting bids for the construction of the Solid 
Waste Transfer/Recycling Center in February. We have 
already gone out for bid for the equipment and have 
notified the successful bidders that we shall purchase 
a diesel tractor, two transfer trailers, a bobcat 
loader, a baler and a solid waste compactor. The 
total cost for all of this equipment was nearly two 
hundred thousand dollars. The estimated date for the 


center to be operational is September 1984. The Town 
recently signed a contract with the Maine Energy Re- 
covery Company in Biddeford wherein we shall transfer 
our solid waste to their facility as soon as it is 
ready. 


I feel certain that those of you who regularly 
use the Perry Oliver Road are happy with the new bridge 
over the railroad tracks. 


During the past year we engaged the services of 
an insurance risk consultant who developed specifica- 
tions allowing us to put the Town insurance package 
out for bid. As a result we now have increased insur- 
ance coverage while saving over $13,000. in insurance 
permiums. 


In two separate sales, one of town owned equipment 
and the other of town owned property, the efforts of 
our very capable resident auctioneer, Bob Littlefield, 
resulted in our adding $35,969. to the Town coffers. 


At Town Meeting two years ago the citizens voted 
to hire a full time recreation director. The photo- 
graphs throughout this report give an indication of 
the successful results of that vote. The director, 
Bob Pulito, and all the members of the Recreation 
Commission are to be commended for their very fine 
efforts. 


We would like to welcome into our ranks two new 
police officers, Ruth Berg and Mark Rogers, each of 
whom recently completed the twelve week training 
course at the Maine Criminal Justice Academy, a new 
police secretary, Joyce Wright, our new librarian 
Elizabeth Reisz and the new secretary in the Code 
Enforcement office, Judy LeGendre. We look forward 
to working with all of these people during the 
ensuing years. 


Finally I would like to thank the Board of 


Selectmen, the citizens of Wells and all of the Town 
employees, particularly the girls in the office, for 
making my job a pleasant, educational experience.

All of our municipal committees deserve accolades 
for the effort and long hours that they have put forth 
for the betterment of Wells. We are eagerly antici- 
pating the establishment of a National Estuarine 
Sanctuary here in Wells and we applaud the extra- 
ordinary efforts of the members of the Laudholm Trust 
in bringing the dream closer to reality. Special 
_kudos also go to the members of the Solid Waste 
Committee and the Harbor Development Corporation. 


On behalf of the Board of Selectmen I would like 
to extend my sincere appreciation to the Town Manager 
and to all other municipal employees for the courtesy, 
cooperation and dedication that they have displayed 
throughout the year. 


As chairman, I sincerely regret not being able 
to complete my term of office. Personal and health 
reasons preclude my being able to do so. I do hope 
to continue to be of service to the Town in the 
future, however. I would also like to express my 
gratitude to the other members of the Board of 
Selectmen for their diligence and cooperation. In 
closing, I would assure you that the Town is in 
extremely capable hands.

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NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


According to the Laws of the State of Maine, 
each owner of a dog age of six months or older, shall 
on or before January lst, annually, cause such dog 
to be licensed in the Municipal Clerk's office in 
the town where such dog is kept. Applicant must 
provide proof that such dog has been immunized 
against rabies. 


A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license 
issued on all dogs capable of producing young, 
male or female. Each dog shall be considered capable 
of producing young unless a certificate issued by a 
veterinarian stating that the dog has been made 
incapable of producing young. When such certifica- 
tion accompanies the application, the fee shall be 
55.00). 


Whoever keeps an unlicensed dog commits a civil 
violation for which a fine of $25.00 may be adjudged. 
Also, there is a late charge of $4.00 if not licensed 
before the Selectmen issue their Warrant for un- 
licensed dogs. 


Licenses may be obtained through the mail. 
Simply send the required certificates along with 
check made payable to the Town of Wells and a S.A.S.E. 
to the town clerk's office. 


The town of Wells has a DOG LEASH ORDINANCE. 
It is unlawful for any owner to permit any dog to 
roam or run within the limits of the town. Dogs 
must be leashed or under voice control at all times 
on all public ways and private property. This 
ordinance shall not apply to dogs on the premises 
of their owners, or on other premises by permission 
of the owner or occupant thereof. 


Violation of the leash law can be punished by a

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BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


The Town of Wells has been split into 3 House 
Districts as a result of Maine's Reapportionment 
Commission's statewide plan for reshaping State, 
House and Congressional seats to conform with popula- 
tion changes reported in the 1980 federal census. 
The commission set out to draw 151 House districts, 
each encompassing about 7450 residents. Their plan 
puts the western part of Wells in District #4 with 
North Berwick and South Berwick; the northern part 
of Wells in District #7 with Kennebunk; and the 
remainder of Wells in District #6 with Ogunquit. 


The Board is presently in the process of assign- 
ing voters to their respective districts. Route 9-A, 
109, 9-B and the turnpike are used as boundary lines; 
therefor, one side of each street will be in District 
#6 and the opposite side will be in a different 
district. (See accompanying map of the town.) 


Voter participation at the town meetings in 
1983 was as follows: 


Annual Town Election 12 March 1983 947 votes cast 
Open Meeting 19 March 1983 195 voters 


Spec. Town Meeting 6 June 1983 331 votes cast 


Spec. State & Town 
Election 8 Nov. 1983 1849 votes cast 


As of December 13, 1983 we had a total of 4788 
registered voters, with 1053 enrolled in the Republi- 
can party and 685 enrolled in the Democrat party. 


Change of Name or Address: When a voter's name 
is changed by marriage or other process of law, or 
when his street address is changed from one voting 
district to another in a municipality, the following 
provisions apply: 
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1. Notice. The voter must give written notice to 
the registrar of his new and former names or addresses 
before the close of registrations prior to election 


day.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


1983 was a very busy year. It was the first full 
year that we had to maintain the additional thirty plus 
miles of road that the State Department of Transportation 
turned back to the Town. 


By blasting and removing ledge and correcting a 
number of drainage problems, we made many improvements 
in areas that had been overlooked for years. Be that 
as it may, we are still being plagued by the continuing 

settling of roads as a result of the previous sewer 
construction work. 4 


This was the biggest tourist season ever in this 
area; consequently we were required to provide more : 
services. As the Town grows and the local assistance 
programs from the State and Federal Government are Bi 
increasingly curtailed, the demands for local services : 
increases causing the taxpayer to yelp with pain. 


In April we started the Perry Oliver Road Bridge 
job. The road was closed to traffic on April 25th 
and reopened on May 4th. 


Using the last of the State Aid money, we cleared 
trees and stumps and gravelled and graded twenty four 
hundred feet of the Cheney Woods Road. 


Our major project for 1984 will be the phasing 
out of a portion of the landfill area and covering 
that area with clay and loam in accordance with 
Department of Environmental Protection requirements. 
We shall also be building and grading the road to 
the new Transfer/Recycling Center. 


The following are suggestions as to how the public 
may assist our plow crews in providing a snow removal 
job acceptable to everyone: 


Do not drive in a storm unless absolutely 
necessary, especially during storms of wet 
snow or freezing rain. 
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If a snow is anticipated, remove vehicles 
from the roadside shoulders. This allows 
plows to clear the area the first time 
through without having to return to clean 
xe tip Tarver. 


Do not shovel snow or have your driveway 
plowed into the street. This is against 
state law and can be a serious traffic 
hazard. If possible, it is best to place 
snow on the side of your driveway opposite 
the direction from which the plow is coming-- 
That way, the plow will carry snow away 
from your driveway rather than back into it. 


If possible, wait until the highway has 
been plowed before cleaning out the end of 
your driveway. There is no practical way 
to plow the highway without depositing 
snow into your driveway. 


Help reduce the possibility of a broken 
mailbox post. Plow operators are warned 

to take all possible precautions to avoid 
hitting mailbox posts. However, experience 
has shown that with reduced visibility 
during a storm it is not always possible 
for a driver to see a post in time to avoid 
striking it with the wing of the plow. Any 
installation within the highway right-of- 
way, including a mailbox, is placed there 
at the owner's risk. Therefore, owners 

are encouraged to put mailboxes at the 
maximum usable distance from the roadway 
pavement. Posts should also be checked 

for deterioration such as rot to reduce 

the possibility of their being broken off 
simply by the weight of plowed snow. 


Be sure your car is properly equipped 


for winter driving (snow tires, good 
wiper blades, etc.) 
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Again I would like to express my appreciation to @ 
the Town Manager and Selectmen for all their support. 
A special thank you goes to the Town office staff whose 
extra work helps keep our wheels turning. Your efforts 
are very much appreciated. Thank you all.

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WELLS PARKS AND RECREATION 


1983 was a busy year for the Wells Parks and 
Recreation Department. Programs and special events “ene 
offered to Wells residents throughout the year. Also, 
various outdoor maintenance projects were performed at © 
the Recreation Area on Route 9A. Our small but ambitious 
staff hopes to continue these maintenance projects each 
year to provide top quality outdoor recreational pur- 
suits for the residents of the Town of Wells. 


Winter programs for 1983 included a Youth Basket- 
ball Program for boys and girls in grades three through — 
six. Ninety-five children registered for this program i 
which was divided into a six team third and fourth grade 
division and a four team fifth and sixth grade division. 
Participants received team T-shirts, were taught basic 
skills and fundamentals of basketball and played in 
organized league games in each respective division. 

The program was held at the Ward Gym on Saturday morn- 
ings from 9:00 AM to 12:00 PM. 


Basketball was offered to men eighteen years and ~ 
over through the Men's Open Gym Basketball Program. ( 
This program began in the late fall and continued : 
through the early spring. It was held on Monday,. 
Tuesday, and Friday evenings from 7:00 to 9:00 PM at 
the Ward Gym. Approximately sixty-five men partici- 
pated in this program. 


Another program beginning in the fall and contin- 
uing into the early spring was the Adult Co-ed Volley- — 
ball/ Basketball Program. Approximately forty-five men 
and women enjoyed this program each Wednesday evening 
from 6:30 to 9:00 PM at the Ward Gyn. 


Winter bus trips to social events included a Maine 
Mariners hockey trip to the Cumberland County Civic 
Center on January 22nd which drew an attendance of 
thirty-three participants. An Ice Capades trip to the 
Civic Center on February 25th was attended by fifty-— 
five parents and children. Forty-four senior citizens 
enjoyed the show on the following day, February 26th. 


The ice skating season at the Stephen Eaton Pond 
was short-lived due to the snow and poor weather 
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conditions. The Parks and Recreation Department did 
make attempts to improve conditions for recreational 
Skating at both Hobbs' Pond and Stephen Eaton Pond, 
but as winter progressed the elements were too great 
for our equipment to handle. 


During the winter months blow-downs and dead brush 
were cut up in areas bordering the fire road behind the 
Recreation Building. Brush fire permits were obtained, 
and all of the debris was burned. Approximately 8,000 
board feet of white pine was harvested and milled for 
construction of a Parks and Recreation Office. 


Ballfield maintenance included the application of 
eight hundred pounds of 20-10-5 fertilizer and eleven 
hundred pounds of lime. Snowfence for the outfield was 
borrowed from the Maine Turnpike Authority and tempo- 
rarily installed for the season. The entire outfield 
fence was extended fifteen feet and a warning track was 
put in using seventy tons of stone dust donated by 
Tilcon Warren. 


sixty-five children attended a trip to the Happy 
Wheels Skate Center in Scarborough on April 2lst. This 
trip is consistently popular and is offered throughout 
the year. 


The Wells Parks and Recreation Department and the 
Wells Chamber of Commerce worked together to revitalize 
the Project SWEEP (Scenic Wells Encourages Everyone's 
Pride) Program. We are optimistic that participation 
in this. project will grow from year to year. 


Warm weather led to heavy use of the tennis courts 
on an almost daily basis. For six weeks during the 
summer lessons were offered at the beginner and inter- 
mediate levels for children and adults. 


The 1983 Summer Recreation Program was a big 
Success. It lasted seven weeks and was attended by 
120 children. Special events of the program included 
field trips to Bowl-A-Rama, Sanford Twin Cinema 
(Return of the Jedi"), Happy Wheels, Aquaboggan Water 
Park, Willowbrook 19th Century Village, Gray State Game 
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Farm and Fish Hatchery, and Sebago and Two Lights State 
Parks. Other special events included a WHAMO frisbee 
disc contest, a Playground Pet Show, Tie Dye Day, Beach) 
Day and Sandcastle Day, Indian Day, Kite Day, Costume : 
Day, Ice Cream Day, Helium Balloon Day, Hat Day and 
Family Field Day and Picnic. 


A trip to Fenway Park was scheduled for August 
11th. Unfortunately the game was rained out and 
tickets were refunded. | 

A number of programs were held in the fall. Flag | 
football was offered to boys and girls in grades three | 
through six on Saturday mornings at the Recreation Area. 
Fifty-seven children participated. A Youth Soccer 
Program was offered to boys and girls in grades two 
through five on Monday afternoons at the Recreation 
Area. Fifty-one boys and girls enjoyed this program. | 
Thirty-two children and adults registered for a Hunter © 
Safety Course offered by the Recreation Department and © 
the Maine Department of Inland Fisheries and Game. 
The course included instruction on the proper handling 
of firearms, learning about shotguns and rifles, sur- 
vival techniques including map and compass use and | 
hunter responsibility. Persons completing the course ~ 
received a Hunter Safety Certificate and shoulder patch | 
and participated in an overnight campout and Field Day. | 


Social events for the fall included three senior 
citizen trips. Forty Wells and Ogunquit senior citi- 
zens participated in an informative "Fall Foliage 
Cruise" of the Saco River and Bay aboard the Pegasus 
on September 22nd. The cruise was followed by dinner 
at Wormwood's Restaurant where reservations had been 
made. 


The annual Parks and Recreation trip to "Senior 
Citizen Day" at the Fryeburg Fair on October 4th was 
attended by forty two Wells and Ogunquit residents. 
The events of the fair provided fun and enjoyment for 
all present. 


A trip to Willowbrook 19th Century Village in 
Newfield was held on Monday, October 17th. Thirty- 
eight senior citizens toured the village and later 
enjoyed a meal at the restaurant there. 
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The annual Halloween Party sponsored by the Recre- 
ation Department and the Wells Chamber of Commerce was 
attended by 244 children. The party featured a costume 
parade and prizes for four age categories, games, re- 
freshments and a very scary "Haunted House". 


Once again the Recreation Department was in touch 
with Santa Claus at his North Pole home and workshop. 
He was able to team up with us by telephone through 
the "North Pole Connection" and talk with 121 children 
ranging from pre-schoolers to grade two. 


Seventy-one children in grades two through eight 
travelled to Happy Wheels in Scarborough on December 
29th. This was our largest turnout thus far for a 
rollerskating trip. 


A cross country ski trail was completed in December 
at the Recreation Area. Although it is just under 
a mile in length it is a start for a more extensive 
trail in the years to come. 


Many thanks go to federally funded "Green Thumb" 
workers Alton and Victor Bryant. The ever-attractive 
appearance of the Recreation Area is a result of their 
knowledge and dedicated work in the area of park 
maintenance. I would also like to thank the Recreation 
Commission, the town employees and the community of 
Wells for making 1983 a successful year for the Parks 
and Recreation Department.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year of 1983 has been one of reassignment of 
the department's officers, due to the availability of 
our own training account. Officers have taken advan- 
tage of training offered in the area and at the Maine 
Criminal Justice Academy. This has resulted in 
collateral duty assignments to best serve the interest 
of the officers and of the Town of Wells. 


The addition of a second detective has enhanced 
that division's performance, resulting in a property 
recovery rate of 54.6%, well above state and national 
averages. Two specific cases involving losses of 
many thousands of dollars were solved by our detec- 
tives. These cases involved several police departments 
in a number of states. | 


Two officers, Ptl. Ruth Berg and Ptl. Mark -Rogersy 
attended the Maine Criminal Justice Academy's Basic 
School. Ptl. Ruth Berg honored this department and 
herself by receiving the Academic Achievement Award. 
Two officers attended the Reserve Officer Training 
Academy and have been certified as reserve officers. 


The reserve officers, as usual, have extended 
themselves in service to the Police Department, 
filling shifts as needed, working full time during 
the summer season and donating many hours to patrol. 
During the year reserve officers volunteered to 
fingerprint children, a program which has been under- 
taken nation wide. Over 400 children were finger- 
printed in two weekends. 


Both regular and reserve officers again volun- 
teered their services and use of privately owned 
motorcycles to assist the Recreation Department's 
Road Races to assure safe road conditions and in a 
small way help to make these annual events a success. 


In-service training was held throughout the year 
on a scheduled twice a month meeting for all regular 
and reserve officers. Attendance by reserves was 
spirited; many subjects were covered. Several 
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instruction periods involved practical problems; these 
were well received, and many involved training taught 
by outside instructors who volunteered their time to 
assist our program. 


The resignation of the Police Department's secretary 
in 1983, to re-locate in another State, resulted in our 
Court Officer's being appointed to that position. She 
now serves this department capably in both capacities. 


Several pieces of equipment, necessary for the 
proper functioning of the department, were purchased. 
Among the items purchased were new filing cabinets, a 
typewriter, finger printing equipment for detectives 
and a new moving radar to aid in traffic enforcement. 


The number of personnel in the traffic division 
has been increased, and the investigation of fatal 
and serious personal injury accidents has been intensi- 
fied, resulting in violations being charged and actively 
prosecuted by this division's personnel. 


Save A Life Today (SALT), a program created by 
members of this department and served completely by 
volunteer, off duty regular and reserve officers, to 
get the drunk driver off the road, is proving to be 
a very successful program, with many active police 
participants. This program has come to the attention 
of many departments and is now being pursued by other 
jurisdictions. We as police officers are sworn to 
protect and serve. This is just one program which 
shows we care. 


Statistically, the crime of burglary was up by 
14.3%, larceny down by 7.6% in 1983. There were 322 
reportable accidents an increase of 10%, a total of 
747 charges were brought against 208 individuals. A 
total of 3,084 incidents were reported to the police 
in 1983. This constituted a very busy and active year 
for a department of our size.

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REPORT OF WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


The volunteers of the Wells Beach Hose Company i 
have experienced a very progressive year. The growth i 
of the Town is shown in the number of calls for ‘ 
assistance answered by this department, 923 fire 
department related calls and 928 ambulance calls. In 
order for the department to meet the increase of calls, 
we have hired a full time secretary-ambulance attendant. | 
This is in addition to the fireman-ambulance attendant 
hired for ten weeks in the summer. The volunteers 
work hard to raise money to pay for their salaries in 
such ways as having a field day, a booth at Acton Fair, | 
and putting on beano games through the summer. 


Throughout the year the firemen have also been 
busy attending various schools dealing with such 
subjects as breathing apparatus, arson investigation, 
hazardous materials, pump training and communications 
just to name a few. The main emphasis of training 
this year has been with the new fire truck. It has 
quite a few features that no other fire truck in Wells 
has such as carrying 2500 gallons of water and the 
capability of pumping 1000 gallons a minute from its 
tank. It also has a built in deck gun with the 
capability of pumping 1000 gallons of water per 
minute. The truck also carries a ladder reaching 40' 
in height. This frontline truck is a great asset to 
our rural town in preservation of life and protection 
of property. 


The Wells Beach Ambulance Service which is owned 
and operated by this department is rapidly increasing 
its skills. Through the guidance and assistance 
of Dr. Andes we have already attained the first level 
of advanced life support and are about to enter the 
second level which will be EKG monitoring with 
defibrillating capacity, and the administering of 
I.V.'s. This level alone will cost us $20,000. for 
the equipment not to mention the priceless hours of 
training. I would like to take this opportunity to 
thank the people of Wells for their support in 
funding the training. 
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In closing I would like to openly thank the pro- 
fessional volunteers of the Wells Beach Hose Company 
who have dedicated countless hours of their time for 
the preservation of life and protection of property. 
I hope the people of Wells will do the same.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHPINE FIRE ASSOCIATION 


The Highpine Fire Association had an active and 
successful year in 1983. The members continued to 
volunteer their time to train for and respond to 
emergencies in our community. This represented a 
huge commitment of time, energy and talent directed 
toward providing a necessary and quality service. 


These efforts become more significant when the 
inefficiency and corruption of the Fire Department 
in Wells is understood, when it is understood that 
the good intentions of a few volunteers falls far 
short of providing the kind of service the people 
deserve for their tax dollars, and when it is under- 
stood that these people donate their efforts in good 
faith, all the time knowing the result can be only 
marginally successful. But the townspeople chose 
not to understand this in 1983. The ones who wished 
to understand didn't receive much help either from 
the biased self interest groups or the ill-informed 
town government. 


We had an excellent chance to begin to remedy 
our Fire Department problems last year by creating 
the position of a single fire chief for the Town. 
But lack of understanding prevailed; the department 
will continue to run rabid for a while longer. 


The present system will eventually eliminate 
itself. The dedicated, sincere volunteers will 
refuse to participate; the others will continue to 
fail. Until the Town's goal becomes a department 
for public service instead of a department for 
service to particular groups or individuals, the 
backslide will continue, wasting good people’ 
time and taxpayers' money. A tragedy such as a 
fire death is probably the only event capable of 
generating the interest necessary to scrutinize 
and rectify our present operation. 


With greatly appreciated help from the Town 


Manager on the legal end, and the Highway Department 
in planning and installation, Highpine's dry hydrant

network is about fifty percent complete. I expect 
it to be finished in the spring of 1984. Our fire 
pond is scheduled for a needed dredging as well.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


December 1983 marked the 5th anniversary of the 
Wells Public Library. Circulation continues to increase 
as more and more residents become borrowers. We circu- 
lated 37,669 items during the year, an increase of 
10% over 1982. We issued 756 new cards bringing the 
total number of borrowers to 5,641. We added sa Wg 
books and 12 cassettes to the library collection. We 
presently have 18,231 books in our collection of which 
61% are gifts from the community. 


During the school year the weekly Preschool Story- 
times attracted a number of our youngest and most 
enthusiastic users. In 1983 a summer Storytime was 
instituted with the cooperation of the staff of the 
Child Development Center. Also during the summer 26 
children participated in a six week reading program, 
reading a total of 625 books. Youth Art Month was 
observed in March with displays of art work by elemen- 
tary, junior and senior high students. Other displays 
throughout the year included Japanese folk arts and 
crafts, black and white photographs, baseball cards, 
antique golf clubs, commemorative plates, Beatrix 
Potter figurines, and a Creche of wire figures, all 
of which were loaned to the library by people in the 
community. Exhibits, posters and literature from many 
area service agencies were also displayed. 


The Friends of the Wells Public Library, an active 
voluntary group, continue to support the library and 
to contribute to its development as a vital community 
service. They sponsored programs on spring gardening, 
Ghosts of New England with emphasis on stories and 
legends from the Isles of Shoals, and Birds of the 
Coast and Marshes. During the fall, through the 
efforts of the Friends, the library participated in 
the Maine at Statehood project which was developed by 
the Maine Humanities Council. The program was a 
series of four evening discussions entitled "Maine 
and the Nation in the Federal Period". In addition, 
the Friends began a special fund to purchase a computer 
for the library by holding a series of fundraising 
activities, including raffles for donated handicrafts 
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and gift certificates from local merchants. 


The Wells Public Library was honored during National 
Library Week in April for an outstanding series of three 
parent workshops conducted by volunteer Mary Hodgkins. 
Awarded first prize in a statewide Children's Book | 
Contest, the library received 179 children's books valued 
at more than $1,500. 4 


1983 has been a year of changing faces in the 
library. In June, Suzanne Thompson who had been the | 
librarian since August 1978 left to take a new position | 
at the Portland Public Library. Cynthia Goodwin Riley | 
ably served as interim librarian until the new librarian 
assumed responsibility in mid-October. Even more than 
in previous years continuous delivery of library ser- | 
vices to the community would not have been possible 
without the dedicated staff of volunteers. Twenty- 
four volunteers donated a total of 1,931% hours in 
1983, the equivalent of approximately one full time 
employee. 


Finally, the members of the Wells Public Library 
Board wish to thank all of you who have supported the 
library. It is truly remarkable to look back over 
the brief five years since the library opened its 
doors to the community and to realize what an excellent 
resource has developed because of the generous contri- 
butions of our many friends. We extend an invitation 
to all of the people of Wells to join the library and 
discover one of the community's most diverse and 
exciting assets.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS HARBOR DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


During the past year, the Wells Harbor Develop- 
ment Corporation (WHDC) has been actively pursuing 
the Harborside Development. The property has been 
surveyed (for the first time). A preliminary traffic 
Survey concerning current traffic problems at Wells 
Corner has been completed suggesting changes in the 
traffic pattern which will markedly improve traffic 
flow. The detailed follow-up survey will be completed 
during March 1984. | 


The Corporation Directors have met with a number 
of individuals representing a diverse group of 
activities; abutting lease holders, Chief of Police, 
Fire Inspector, Maine Development Foundation, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture - Soil Conservation, DEP - 
Bureau of Land Quality Development etc. 


An executive summary and statement of goals and 
Standards of development expected by the Town was 
prepared for distribution to all potential developers. 
In addition, a request for proposal (RFP) is being 
drafted and will be presented to the Board of Select- 
men for approval. It is planned to have the response 
to the proposal in two parts. Part I will be the 
qualification portion from which 3-5 qualifying 
developers will be selected for the detailed RFP - 
Part,,b1. 


It is expected that the final negotiations will 
be completed by November 15, 1984 and that construc- 
tion will start early in the Spring of 1985.

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REPORT OF LAUDHOLM TRUST 


In June of 1982 the voters of Wells, by a margin 
of more than three to one, enabled the town to accept 
ownership of the coastal lands known as Laudholm Farms ~ 
for inclusion in the proposed National Estuarine 
Sanctuary. 


That vote was necessary before Wells could receive 
a grant for acquisition from the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, Office of Coastal Zone Management. The over- 
whelming support of the voters was a large factor in | 
the awarding of a $580,000. grant allocated in September | 
1982, and an additional $200,000. allocated in September | 
1983. 


This money must be matched, which means that the 
equivalent of a million dollars in cash and land 
donations must be raised. 


Laudholm Trust was established for the purpose 
of raising funds for the project. The Trust has 
obtained a tax exempt status so that all contributions 
to it are tax deductible. It has already received 
$400,000. in land gifts. Trust Membership, the 
"World's Largest Raffle", and contributions have raised 
money to purchase an option on the property and enable 
the Trust to obtain professional counsel in fund 
raising. 


On November 23, 1983 the federal government 
informed the state that the grant would be withdrawn 
in early January unless the state showed more interest 
in the project and because of the inability of two 
federal agencies to come to terms over management of 
the Rachel Carson Refuge lands to be included within 
the sanctuary boundaries. The state pledged $250,000. 
as a show of their support and the Maine Congressional 
delegation used their influence to resolve the other 
problems. As 1984 began it appeared the major problems 
had been resolved and that the new year would be a 
good one for the effort to preserve Laudholm Farm and 
establish the Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary. 
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Laudholm Trust has been busy retaining the grant 
and negotiating a purchase and sales agreement which 
was signed in December. The primary purpose of the 
Trust is to raise funds to acquire Laudholm Farm. 


Once the property is purchased, the farm buildings 
will be restored, trails will be established to make 
the many features of the Sanctuary accessible and the 
farm will be put back to work as it was at the turn 
of the century. 


The fund raising effort was somewhat hampered in 
1983 by prolonged negotiations over the grant and the 
purchase and sales agreement. In spite of the diffi- 
culties, over $100,000. in cash and pledges was raised. 
In total $714,000. in state, local and land match for 
the federal matching funds has been raised. Another 
$500,000. will be needed during the next two years. 


The Trust has over 600 members in 24 states. The 
majority are Wells residents, though not the over- 
whelming majority one might expect. While broad based 
Support is helpful when soliciting funds from chari- 
table individuals and foundations, local support is 
essential. 


The Trust established an office in donated space 
in the Garnsey Building at the corner of Webhannet 
Drive and Ocean Avenue which is staffed by Mort Mather, 
Executive Vice President and Gayle Hannah, Admini- 
strative Coordinator. Over 40 volunteers do every- 
thing from fund raising to running errands. A 
beautiful sound and slide presentation was produced 
which has been shown to over 1,00 and will be seen by 
many more in 1984. Tours of the property were given 
to almost another 800 people including two busloads 
of school children. 10,000 brochures have been 
distributed.

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REPORT OF WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


The Wells Sanitary Pistrict, a quasi-municipal 
corporation, was established on December 10, 1970. 
The Ustrict is governed by a five member publicly 
elected Board of Trustees whose terms are for three 
years. 


The District's wastewater treatment facility 
processed 16/7 million gallons of wastewater in 1983. 
This was a slight decrease from 1982. The decrease 
in flow has been attributed to a leak at Drakes Island, 
which was repaired in January. On a daily basis, an 
average of 90% of the pollutants are removed from the 
wastewater. The treatment facility has stayed well 
within its wastewater discharge requirements during 
the year 1983. This achievement was the result of hard 
work by the district's operational staff which is 
constantly monitoring the process and making necessary 
adjustments. 


A large portion of the Trustees' time in 1983 
was spent working on sewer user rates after being 
notified by the Environmental Protection Agency that 
certain modifications would have to be made in the 
District's present system of rates. The Trustees 
retained the consulting firm of Jones and Beach to 
help the Board make the necessary revisions in the 
rate system. The District's customers were notified 
by mail of the changes that would be effective in 
October 1983. 


The Board intends to award bids in the Spring 
of 1984 for the repair of Pump Sations 2 (Webhannet 
Drive) and 6 (Bourne Avenue). Work will consist 
primarily of adjusting pipes and landscaping. The 
E.P.A. and Department of Environmental Protection 
will be granting funds for this project. 


The Trustees held 12 regular meetings and / 
special meetings in 1983. The Board's meetings are 
regularly scheduled and the public is invited to 
attend all meetings held by the Board of Trustees.

This quasi-municipal corporation, chartered by 
the State Legislature in 1921, supplies the townof 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit, Wells, and small 
portions of Arundel, Biddeford (Biddeford Pool) and 
York. The affairs of the District are managed by a 
four member Board of Trustees, one each chosen by 
town election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit 
and Wells. 


The 1982 Comprehensive Water System Study pre- 
pared by E. C. Jordan Co. recommended major improve- 
ments to the District's system in a four-phase program | 
from 1983 to the year 2020 (1983 dollars) as follows: — 


Phase I - 4.5 million gallon maximum day in 
1983 - $1,200,000. 


a) 11,000 feetsof 20" main Ree. T.eWelts 
b) Moody Booster Station generator and 


pump. 


Phase II - 6.0 million gallon maximum day in 
1985 - $2,400,000. 


a) Arundel Booster Station Generator & pumps

d) 18,300 feet of 12" main to serve standpipe 

e) 2,000 feet of 12" main, Town Center,

In February 1983, we invited members of all the 
governing and planning boards and chief administrators 
of the seven municipalities within the District's 
service area to meet with us at the Kennebunk Town 
Hall to discuss this four-phase system improvement 
plan and its financial implications. We hope that it 
may spark a start in joint area planning. 


Due to increasing demands on the system, we 
authorized proceeding with Phase I improvements which 
were completed in June 1983 some $400,000. below 
estimate. Keeping in mind a record 4.3 million gallon 
maximum day during the past summer, completion of 
Phase I has produced results as follows: 


1. Low pressure problems on Route I either 
side of the Mile Road, Wells have been 
alleviated. 

2. Water in the two Ogunquit standpipes easily 
maintained at adequate levels. 

3. Purchased water from the Biddeford-Saco 
Water Co. only during July compared to 
July and August the previous two summers. 

- 4. In addition to greatly increasing the 
reliability factor of the Moody Booster 
Station, the station was used a great 
deal less. 


oo 


5. Major feed to Wells and Ogunquit is now 
through the 20" and 16" mains in Route I 
rather than relying on the 12" Webhannet 
River crossing. 

6. Better transmission of flows between 
towns from storage for fire and other 
emergencies. 


In September 1982, the District sought a 16.72 
rate increase due mainly to accelerated bond amortiza- 
tion schedules and general increased costs of doing 
business. A successful public petition drive caused 
the District to submit its rate case to the Public 
Utilities Commission. Eventually on May 25, 1983, 
the District was granted a 13.1% increase, with the 
stipulation that an automatic step increase would be 
granted November 1, 1983 to pay for a 20 year serial 
bond issue of $1,700,000... This issue included the 
financing of the completed Phase I improvements, and 
the refinancing of an $800,000. bond issue. This 
step rate increase of 7.29% went into effect on 
November 1, 1983. 


A conservation awareness program was started in 
January with customers receiving a Conservation Methods 
brochure with their first bill of the year. In 
August, New Resource Group, Inc. and District employees 
conducted a 10 day intensive program with displays 
of water saving fixtures at various public areas. 
Coupled with this, we implemented a pilot program 
whereby 75 customers chosen from customer applications 
submitted at the displays, and 75 customers picked 
at random from account numbers, retrofitted their 
houses with water saving devices. A year from now 
their consumption and experience will be analyzed and 
the District will base future conservation programs 
upon the results. Customers could affect the timing 
of system improvements and resultant rate increases 
if a large percentage of them seriously practiced 
water conservation. 


The size and frequency of future rate increases 


will hinge upon the District's ability to operate 
efficiently, the rate of inflation, the degree to 
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which the public practices water conservation and the 
rate at which the Towns allow themselves to grow. 
Presently the District is preparing a study for the 
Public Utilities Commission due February 1, 1984 which 
will cover the cost of service to the several classes 
of customers and possible ways to shift a greater share 
of the future system improvement costs to future 
customers. 


Successfully meeting the 1983 demands upon the 
system was due to the sterling efforts of District 
personnel, the willing cooperation of Municipal and 
State officials, contractors and plumbers, and the 
patience and understanding of the District's customers. 
Copies of a more detailed report will be made available 
in April at individual Town halls.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies employed in prep- 
aration of the financial statements follows: 


Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds or 
group of accounts described below, each of which is deemed to be 
a separate accounting entity. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for delivery 
of those services traditionally provided by a municipal govern- 
ment, which are not accounted for in other funds, are accounted 
for in the General Fund. These services include, among other 
things, general government, public safety, highways and streets, 
public works, education and recreation. 


Capital Projects Funds 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of capital facilities 
are accounted for in Capital Projects. Such resources are de- 
rived principally from proceeds of general obligation bond is- 
sues and from federal and state grants. 


Capital Reserve Funds 


Capital Reserve Funds are used to account for funds appropriated 
from the General Fund designated capital expenditures. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary responsibil- 
ity are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts 


Unmatured long-term general obligation bonds and notes payable 
are accounted for in the Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 
Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General Fund are maintained and reported on 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting, financial resources are recognized 
when measurable and available to finance operations during the 
year. Liabilities are recognized when obligations are incurred 
from receipt of goods and services or when assessments are made 
by the state. Interest on long-term general obligation bonds 
payable is recognized when it becomes payable. The Town follows 
the policy of recording property taxes on the accrual method and 
other General Fund revenue, such as motor vehicle excise taxes, 
on a cash basis. Federal revenue sharing assistance is recorded 
aS revenue aS amounts are appropriated. Federal and state reim- 
bursement type grants are recorded as receivables and sources of 
financial resources as the related uses of financial resources 
are recorded. 


Deferred property tax revenue represents advance tax payments 
toward next year's taxes and all of the current and prior year's 
taxes receivable which are expected to be collected sixty-one or 
more days subsequent to year end. 


The accounts of the Capital Projects Funds, Capital Reserve 
Funds and Trust Fund are maintained and reported on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when purchased 
and inventory is not reflected in the financial statements. 


General Obligation Bonds and Notes supported by general revenues 
are obligations of the Town as a whole and not its individual 
constituent funds. Accordingly, unmatured obligations are ac- 
counted for in the General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts.

Trust Fund investments are stated at cost.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. 
A certificate of organization was issued to the District in December, -1970 by 
the Maine Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time 
director and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters 
of the District. Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and be- 
came fully operational during December, 1979. Final construction work was 
completed early in 1982. The following is an estimate of the total project 
cost, including construction and organization, and participation by governmental 
agencies:

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will depend upon their final 
approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of $2,910,000 
through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share of the required funds 

as estimated at that time. During April 1981 the District issued bonds in the 
amount of $1,182,000 to the Farmers' Home Administration to finance the remainder 
of the local share.

Note 2- Accounting Policies

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


I am very pleased that your Selectmen chose to dedicate 
this issue of the Town Report to those citizens of the communit 
who give so freely of their time and talent in serving on the . 
various municipal committees. The efforts of these fine people 
play a most important part in making Wells the very desireable 


place that it is in which to live and work. We are all indebted 
to them. 


As has been the case in most recent years, we had a very 
busy and productive 1984. 


The Laudholm Trust, under the capable guidance of Executive 
Director Mort Mather, passed a crucial milestone by successfully 
completing phase I of its plan to establish a National Estuarine 
Sanctuary here in Wells. That the members were able to garner 
sufficient funds to purchase 150 acres of the Laudholm Farm is 
a tribute to all of the people involved, contributors and workers 
alike. However, much remains to be accomplished and it is 
incumbent on all of us to continue our efforts to insure that 
the marvelous concept becomes a reality. 


The Board of Directors of the Harbor Development Corpora- 
tion has continued its efforts to develop the Harbor property 
in conformance with the provisions of the Harbor Master Plan. 
Several prospective developers have expressed a sincere interest 
in the project and the Board expects a number of responses to 
its request for proposals. The members will be deciding on 
which proposal to accept, probably in April or May, and by this 
time next year you may expect to see a flurry of construction 
activity in the area. 


Those of you who go regularly to our Town Landfill are 
well aware that the new Solid Waste Transfer/Recycling Facility 
is very nearly complete. We anticipate that the Facility will 
be in operation in May. For the immediate future we shall con- 
tinue to bury our solid waste at the landfill; however, as soon 
as the Resource Recovery Facility is operative in Biddeford, we 
shall transport our solid waste there. Obviously there are 
significant costs involved in this operation, maintenance, 
transportation, tipping fee etc.; consequently, the importance 
of recycling as much of the solid waste as possible cannot be 
overemphasized. Every ton of waste that is recycled saves 
money for everyone in that we would receive some revenue for 
its sale and would not pay for its transportation or pay 4 
tipping fee. 


The Town has entered into a Consent Agreement with the 
Department of Environmental Protection and the Attorney pepe 
whereby the Town has agreed to close out one third LON 
fill in 1984 (this has been accomplished), one third in 
and the remainder in 1986. The last section is Bea oes. 
depending on the completion of the Resource Recovery er! 
in Biddeford. Closing out the landfill is a costly opera , 
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but we have no choice but to comply with the mandate of the 
State and the terms of the Consent Agreement. 


The Chamber of Commerce has been very active this year and 
its members are to be congratulated for the hugely successful 
first annual Christmas Parade. 


At long last we have formed a Capital Improvement Committee 
for the Town. The committee is chaired by Ms. Gayle Asmussen- 
MacKilligan with James Ackroyd, Russell Grethe, Dennis Hardy, 
Brent Marriner and Len Peterson as the other members. This 
committee will develop and prioritize the Town's long term 
capital requirements and will recommend funding methods for 
fulfilling those requirements. We are fortunate indeed to have 
such a knowledgeable, capable group willing to undertake this 
arduous, but extremely important, task. 


Finally I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all 
of the Town employees for their dedicated service to the commu- 
nity, to all of our citizens and finally to the Selectmen for 
their cooperation and wise counsel.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


We feel that in 1984 your Board of Selectmen has accom- 
plished a great deal. We would hope and trust that the many 
decisions which were made during the course of the year reflect 
the ideas and concerns of the residents of Wells. 


During the past year the Town obtained title to nineteen 
separate accessways to the Atlantic Ocean. Although several 
of these are currently in litigation we feel confident that we 
shall retain ownership and that we acted in the best interest of 
the majority of the townspeople. 


The Wells Growth Ordinance was recently challenged in the 
courts, but that suit has subsequently been dropped. Thus, we 
retain one of the tools necessary for us to keep our rate of 
growth commensurate with our ability to provide services. 


Thanks largely to the efforts of Mort Mather, as well as a 
great number of other people, a Significant portion of the Laud- 
holm Farm has been purchased for inclusion in a National Estua- 
rine Sanctuary. The Sanctuary will certainly become a landmark 
and a source of great pride for Wells. 


Kudos must go also to the Board of Directors of the Wells 
Harbor Development Corporation who have worked so diligently for 
the past couple of years to bring the ingredients of the Harbor 
Master Plan to the verge of becoming reality. 


I would be remiss not to mention the industrious efforts of 
the members of the Solid Waste Committee who have been meeting 
almost on a weekly basis for the past two and a half years. 
Construction of Wells Solid Waste Transfer/Recycling Facility 
is approximately 99% completed, and the Committee anticipates 
that the facility will be operational in May of this year. 


I have been singularly impressed by the efforts of all of 
our municipal boards and committees to whom this annual report 
is dedicated. Their combined knowledge and experience are 
extremely valuable to our community and the Selectmen look for- 
ward to having their help and guidance in 1985. 


I wish to acknowledge, with gratitude, all of our dedicated 
municipal employees. Their diligence and devotion to the 
community certainly does not go unnoticed. Finally, I would 
like to express my sincere appreciation to the other members of 
the Board of Selectmen. It is a distinct pleasure to serve with 
this fine group and I am pleased to note that, despite ae varied 
ages, backgrounds and interests we have obtained about 99% ’ 
unanimity in all of the decisions that we have made.

BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 
M.R.S.A. 21 Section 638. Change of name or address 


When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other process of 
law, or when his street address is changed from one voting 
district to another in a municipality, the following provisions 
apply: 


1. Notice. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or addresses 
before the close of registrations prior to election 
day. 


2. Correction of name or address. The registrar shall 
correct his name or address on the voting list, and 
he may then vote under his new name or in his new 
district on election day. 

A. In a municipality which has more than one voting 
district, if a voter has changed his address and votes 
absentee after the close of registration, he must send 

a written notice of his new address along with his 
absentee application notifying the board of registration 
of his new address. A certificate containing his name 
and new address shall be directed to the warden of 

this new voting place to be attached to the incoming 
voting list on election day. 


3. Failure to notify. If he fails to notify the registrar 
of his change of name or address before the close of 
registrations, he must appear before the registrar 
on election day and follow the procedure outlined in 
section 831, if he wishes to vote, unless the registrar 
has already made the correction in following the 
procedure prescribed by section 637. 


4. Publication of substance. The registrar shall publish 
the substance of this section along with the notice 
required by section 634.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Once again another year has passed. As usual, the Highway 
Department handled a number of projects over and above our 
general maintenance work. 


With the advent of spring we were involved in the time 
consuming effort of spring cleanup and road repairs. We con- 
tinued our tarring and paving program as well as repainting | 
the traffic lines on Route #1. | 


A significant number of man hours is required at the beaches 
for the many tasks that have to be accomplished both before and 
during the summer season. 


Two major projects this year involved the Wells Landfill 
area. Our highway crew transported approximately 20,000 yards 
of gravel to complete site work in preparation for construction 
of the Transfer/Recycling Facility. Under a mandate from the 
Department of Environmental Protection, we hauled about the same 
amount of sand, clay and loam in order to close out approximately 
one third of our existing landfill. A significant amount of 
taxpayer money was saved by our accomplishing these projects 
with our own employees and equipment. 


The rapid growth of our Town increases the demand for 
public services. I was very pleased to receive letters from 
both the school department and the school bus contractor con- 
gratulating the Highway Department for a job well done on snow 
and ice removal. Letters such as these have an excellent effect 
on the spirit of your highway employees.

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WELLS PARKS AND RECREATION 


1984 saw a number of changes for this department, the most 
obvious being a change in directors this fall when Bob Pulito 
left to go back to school and Stacy Sand became the new director 
in November. But there were some new programs added in addition 
to the continuation of some of the past successful ones. The 
Walter Marsh Recreation Area on Route 9A also had some changes, 
most noticeable, an addition to the maintenance building that 
is the new office for the department. 


Last winter saw the continuation of such programs as Coed 
Volleyball, Men's Open Gym Basketball and a Youth Basketball 
Program for Grades 3-6. The department also sponsored an 
Aerobic Dance class and many trips, including trips to: the Ice 
Capades, Harlem Globetrotters and Skiing at Pleasant Mountain. 

A new event that brought a lot of Wells Residents out on one 
of the coldest days of the year was a cross-country ski clinic. 
Skis and refreshments were free and everyone was kept warmer 
with a huge bonfire.

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PLANNING BOARD 


Early in the year the Planning Board met with representatives 
of the School System, the Water District and the Sanitary District 
to learn of their problems and concerns as regards planning and 
growth problems for the Town. These meetings were extremely 
helpful to the Board as we made revisions to the Zoning Ordinance. 


Zoning revisions took a tremendous amount of time and were 
ongoing throughout the year. Hearings were held in September on 
an extensive revision that had been prepared by Southern Maine 
Regional Planning Commission. It was clear after the first 
hearing that this proposal needed much more work but a second 
hearing that had been scheduled was held just to get more input. 
A second revision was prepared by SMRPC based on the comments 
from the two hearings. The Planning Board then held two work- 
shops a month for four months which were well attended by members 
of the public willing to give their time and expertise to help 
make this revision the best it could be. We are thankful of 
the over fifty people who came to at least one meeting during 
this review and especially appreciative of the dozen citizens 
who attended almost all of the sessions. Their input has been 
extremely valuable and we feel that the ordinance to be voted 
upon is a significant improvement over the current ordinance. 


In some areas the ordinance is more strict and in some 
areas it has been relaxed. The basic guideline for the revision 
was that the ordinance reflect the needs and wishes of we, the 
current residents of Wells; that it comply with state laws and 
regulations; and that it be easy to read and understand. 


During the year we reviewed a number of projects, most 
of which were along Route 1. These were both commercial and 
condominium developments. Two concerns that we have been trying 
to deal with are the traffic along Route 1 and the conversion 
of cabins, motels and campsites into condominium or time share 
ownership. The Planning Board has no direct interest in the 
change in ownership provided there is no later change in use. 
If, for example, a number of cabins are sold as condominiums 
and the individual owners decide to winterize these units for 
year around occupancy that could have a considerable impact on 
the Town. If this were allowed, it would provide a method of 
circumventing our zoning ordinance since the number of seasonal 
dwellings such as these is not regulated by the Planning Board. 
We will keep a close watch on these conversions. 


Our second concern of traffic on Route 1 is being dealt 
with through a special fund. All developers of commercial 
property along Route 1 are being requested to contribute to 
this fund an amount determined by the number of parking areas 
the development needs. This fund will be used for traffic study 
and correction as recommended by the study.

A great deal of valuable 
information resulting from this work shop will be applied to the 
restoring and management of the Wells clams. 


When the results of the pollution tests are completed, the 
Committee hopes that some areas will be open for digging in the 
early spring.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year Brian Nadeau was promoted to the status 
of Full Time Police Officer to fill a new position. He attended 
the Maine Criminal Justice Academy in the fall of 1984. 


The addition of another Summer Officer to patrol the Moody 
Beach area has resulted in many letters and oral praises from 
residents in that area. This constant patrol resulted in fewer 
complaints, traffic and parking problems. Our thanks to Officer 
Robert Prescott who took a leave of absence from his duties as 
a Deputy Sheriff, to fill this position. Several new Summer 
Officers were recruited this year, their zeal has resulted in 
retention as Reserve Officers in the Wells Police Department, 
congratulations to Officers Wesley Fox, Gregg Martinez and 
Richard Betters. Reserve Officer Paul Verrell, who relocated 
from the Princeton P.D. ably serves this Department both as a 
Patrol Officer and Assistant Court Officer. 


Many Regular Officers took advantage of our training 
account and attended courses at the Criminal Justice Academy 
in Waterville. Traffic Accident Investigation, Photography 
and Criminal Investigation were the major subjects studied. 


Equipment purchases this year included six new Mobile 
Radios for the Department vehicles and a new office typewriter. 
Fingerprint kits and a fingerprint fuming kit were added to the 
Detectives inventory. 


Perseverance best describes the Wells Police Department's 
Regular Officers. The investigation, exchange of information 
and dogged determination to solve or assist in the solution of 
criminal cases which result in arrest are frequently the 
results of not only many hours of work but many officers efforts. 
The minute detail that constitutes a major traffic accident 
investigation or a Criminal case, before an arrest can be made 
are the efforts of dedicated officers to do their job and do 
it right. Each one is a credit to the Town and the Department 
they serve. I am proud of them, individually and collectively, 
they can "Stand Tall' among their peers. 


The disappointments in 1984 were few. Those Officers who 
yearly have volunteered their time and motorcycles to patrol the 
road races were saddened by this events passing. They did, 
however, police a wind surfing regatta at Wells Beach. The 
largest disappointment is the fact that our quest for larger 
quarters for the Police Department still eludes us. The cooper- 
ation of the Town Officials and Citizens alike are truly 
appreciated; it is too bad that their efforts seem to fall on 
deaf or uncaring ears.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHPINE FIRE ASSOCIATION 


The Highpine Fire Association has, 
very active year. Again as in the past 
tinued to provide the community with quality fire service which 
when given the constraints placed upon us, is unsurpassed in the 
area. (Definitely Subjective) The request for fire and rescue 
services increased during the year by 32%, giving us a total of 
100 emergency responses. This leads us to the following informa- 
tion that we feel must be brought to your immediate attention.

To better understand the Highpine Fire Association I would 
like to present the following excerpts from our request for new 
fire apparatus as presented to the Selectmen and Budget Boards 
during the fourth quarter of the year. 


The Highpine Fire Association is an all volunteer organiza- 
tion that serves what is known as the Highpine Fire District 
within the Town of Wells. This district covers approximately 
25 square miles, 700 dwellings, and 2800 people. This building 
and population count is a 350% increase over what it was when 
the last piece of apparatus was purchased in 1972. These 
Statistics have changed the main purpose of the organization 
from a rural farm protection agency to a first response, life 
safety service in a bedroom community. Which, by the way, ranks 
the population of the Highpine Fire District with that of the 
average individual sized towns within the state. 


At this time we are still a completely volunteer group 
led by an elected chief, assistant chief and four captains. We 
spend an ever increasing amount of time providing the area with 
fire and rescue services, training, building and truck maintenance 
and public relations. This has increased from 25 calls to 100 
in the past ten years and has been statistically projected to 
rise to 150 in the next 2 to 3 years. This ever increasing 
alarm frequency which is presently at a call every 3 days to 
the definite need for continued and structured mandatory train- 
ing has taxed the department to a level which has surpassed its 
equipment capabilities. 


The department is presently operating with three pieces 
of apparatus of which two are over 25 years old and do not 
qualify for insurance rating purposes. The cost of operating 
and maintaining these two pieces of apparatus far exceeds s 
their capabilities. (Since this report was issued the tan 
truck has been removed from service and the reserve pumper has 
been put on a limited status requiring us to activate cae 
response from the Wells Corner District on aye Sg ela cement 
calls-) The third piece of apparatus, our initial siege , 
is now 12 years old and does not meet the requirements y 
due to the unanticipated growth in the area. 
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The criteria to support a new piece of apparatus in these 
times of cries for tax relief required us to do a great deal of 
research and justification. This was accomplished by spending 
many hours studying the area and its projected growth, developing 
a spec sheet for the type of apparatus needed, and searching out 
the best return on investment for the towns people. 


The piece of apparatus chosen provides us with a piece of 
equipment based on the future growth and needs, not on the re- 
quirements of the past and appears to be in the best interest of 
the people, Town and fire district. 


The need for fire protection is unquestionable although 
the method for providing such will always be reviewed with a 
critical eye. Whether it is better to pay higher insurance 
premiums with a greater risk to life and property or to raise 
the quality of fire service through higher appropriations is 
certainly a debatable question. 


We bring this need forward seeking to meet the obligations 
we have in providing effective fire protection. We ask that 
the Selectmen and Budget Boards help bring this need to the 
people and allow them to choose their method of protection. 


We are looking forward to providing another year of service 
to the community and would like to take this time to thank the 
people who have so greatly supported us in the past, specifically 
the Women's Auxiliary and those at home who put up with the late 
night alarms that send us into the unknown.

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WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


As 1984 drew to a close the Wells Public Library concluded 
its sixth year of operation. We lent 36,634 items during the 
year. We issued 595 new cards bringing the total number of 
borrowers to 6236. We added 1776 books of which 68 were in 
large print for the sight impaired, 32 records and cassettes, 
205 paperbacks for young adult readers, 432 pamphlets and 10 
pre-school puzzles. Our book collection now totals 20,007 of 
which 57% are gifts from the community. 


} The weekly pre-school storytimes attracted 243 children 
during the year, and 82 elementary school aged children partic- 
ipated in the special six week International Story Hours held 
during the summer. In addition 35 children enrolled in the 
summer reading program ''Books are Best Friends" reading a total 
of 441 library books. Since October staff of the Child Deve lop- 
ment Center are holding a weekly storytime program for their 
pre-school aged children in the children's area of the library. 
We also participated in two programs to promote reading among 
children: the New England Booksellers Association's 1984 Book 
Review Contest held in the spring and the Multiple Sclerosis 
Read-a-thon which was held in the fall. Many of our young users 
participated in these special programs. 


The Friends of the Wells Public Library, an active volun- 
tary group, continues to support the library in many ways. In 
February they hosted an Open House to celebrate the Fifth Anniver- 
sary of the Dedication of the Wells Public Library. They also 
sponsored several guest speakers including travelogues on China 
and New Zealand and a program on the "Outlook of Education in 
Maine". And in December they hosted a Christmas Open House at 
which the Wells Elementary School Glee Club provided entertain- 
ment. As a result of two very successful fund-raising efforts 
during the summer, a book sale and a crafts fair, they were 
able to purchase a new typewriter and a new encyclopedia gs 
the library. The Friends also funded the summer ese Ss 
programs and purchased several items for the children’s area 
of the library. 


The Wells Public Library is unique in its dependence upon 
volunteers to provide service to the public. < During 1984 thirty- 
two dedicated volunteers donated a total of 2070 hours, the 
equivalent of one additional full time employee. In ae 
to the regular staff of volunteers, many other people also ies 
their time and talents to enrich the Wells Public Library.

The Librarian has worked cooperatively with other libraries 
in the area to improve services to the people of Wells. In July 
RSVP volunteers were "hired" to provide a delivery service 
between the public libraries, the University of New England 
and some of the school libraries in Saco, Biddeford, Sanford, 
the Kennebunks and Wells. Books which we don't own can be 
borrowed from one of these other libraries in just a few days. 
As a result there are now over 225,000 additional books available. 
to our borrowers. 


During 1984 the Wells Public Library was able to purchase 
a new Savin 5015 photocopier. While the library has always been 
able to make photocopies for the public, at a small charge, this 
is the first time we have owned a reliable machine that can 
make high quality copies. As a result more than 5100 copies 
were made for the public, a 50% increase over the number of 
copies made for the public in 1983. 


Finally, the members of the Wells Public Library Board 
of Directors wish to thank all of you who have supported the 
library during the year. It is your generous gifts of time, 
talents and contributions that make it possible for us to offer 
our services to you. We extend an invitation to all of the 
people of Wells to join the library and enjoy the richness of 
its resources. Please ask us how we can serve you.

This has been an extremely active year for Laudholm Trust. 
It began with an all-time low as the Federal Government tried 
to take away our grant. The efforts of 600 members and over 
200 volunteers were rewarded when we raised the necessary money 
by the March 31 deadline to save the grant. A purchase and 
sales agreement was signed by all owners of Laudholm Farm on 
July 24 and the first purchase of 150 acres was completed on 
October 24. 


On October.29 Governor Brennan and Senator Cohen came to 
Wells to congratulate the. town for its splendid efforts. After 
expressing thanks to the federal, state, and local officials 
who had worked on the project, he said: "The success of all 
these efforts, however, hinged entirely upon the support of 
the public - the citizens of the town of Wells and people from 
throughout Maine who realized the potential value of an estuarine 
sanctuary here in York County". 


The majority of the private funds have come from Wells 
citizens, and most have been memberships and small contribu- 
tions. It is difficult to imagine that a $25 family membership 
could be important in a $600,000 purchase, but the fact is that 
on October 24 when we paid $600,000 for the first 150 acres and 
made a $20,000 down payment on the rest, we had about $100 left 
in the bank account -- only four family memberships more than 
we had to have. 


The year ended on a very high note as a donor in Boston 
(who wishes to remain anonymous) gave the Trust $40,000 - the 
largest gift received to date. That gift made it possible for 
the Trust to meet the second payment on the purchase contract 
of $50,000. Only $70,000 in private funds remain to be raised 
to complete the acquisition funding. 


Please be advised that no buildings have been purchased 
and the land around them is still private property. The Trust 
has permission to give tours one day a week. Call 646-4521 
for more information, or stop by the office, one-quarter mile 
down Laudholm Farm Road from Route 1 between 9:00 and 5:00, 
Monday through Friday.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


It is with great pleasure that the Trustees of the Wells 
Sanitary District present their annual report to the District's 
customers and the taxpayers of Wells. 


Early in 1984, the Trustees awarded Contract 23A to Penta 
Corporation of Moultonboro, New Hampshire, which totaled 
$168,000. This job consisted primarily of subsurface modifica- 
tions to the District's pump stations located on Webhannet 
Drive and Bourne Avenue. After closing out Contract 23A, 
the District completed its Water Pollution Control Abatement 
Program which it began in 1977. This construction project was 
the largest public or private construction project ever under- 
taken in York County. 


The Spring of 1984 was a busy time for the District as 
many of its customers connected their homes and businesses into 
the District's system. The District also was able to settle 
a lawsuit with various contractors and engineers of the original 
construction project and the District received a moderate mone- 
tary award. 


The Trustees have met with several groups of homeowners 
to discuss the possibility of providing sewers in areas which 
are presently unserviced. In response to those homeowners, 
the District retained an engineering firm to design sewer 
services for Wilson Avenue, John Street, Maynard Street and 
Trafton Street. 


In the Fall, the Board began to discuss its long range 
plans for the wastewater treatment plant, conscious of the 
ever increasing cost of electricity. The Board has begun pre- 
liminary discussions with a consulting firm regarding the install- 
ation of a sludge dewatering machine. This device would poten- 
tially help the District save considerably on energy and labor 
expenses. The Board will evaluate this project very carefully 
before any final decisions are made since the District is no 
longer eligible for State and Federal funding. 


Although the Board is in its preliminary phase of the 1985 
budget preparations, a sewer user rate increase in not antici- 
pated. The Board of Trustees held 12 regular meetings and 4 
special meetings in 1984. The Board's meetings are slated in 
advance, and the public is invited to attend.

As York County continues to grow, the Water District will be 
faced with implementing Phase II of its 1982 major improvement 
program. The Phase II recommendations prepared by the engineering 
consultant firm of E. C. Jordan Co. were designed to strengthen 
the fire protection system and meet a projected maximum demand 
day of 6.0 million gallons. 


Phase II - Improvement Program 


a. Two-million-gallon standpipe (West Kennebunk) 


b. Eighteen thousand three hundred feet of water 
main. West Kennebunk 


c. Increase capacity of Arundel Booster pumping 
station to 3.5 million gallons per day. 


d. Two thousand feet of water main, Treatment 
Plant to Storer Brook, Route One, Wells 


e. Two thousand feet of water main, Route One, 
Israel Head Road and Shore Road, Ogunquit 


Although the District installed 137 active new services 
during 1983 and the trend for growth continued in 84, the 
gallons of water pumped and the maximum demand day decreased 
slightly for the 1984 summer season. 


It can be assumed that the decrease is only temporary; as 
growth continues, the demand for water will follow.

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The Phase II improvement program, expected to cost approxi- 
mately $2,400,000 (based on 1982 prices), would require an increase 
in rates in excess of 12.5%. To minimize the effect of the Phase 
II program costs on future rate increases, the District plans to 
carefully monitor demand trends and set construction schedules 
accordingly. At present no rate increase is expected before 1986. 


The District experienced some seasonal water quality problems 
both in 1983 and 84. However, as of last August, all laboratory 
test results have been satisfactory. Since water quality ranks 
high on its priority list, the District will continue to seek 
alternate methods of improving the treatment process. 


In 1984, the Water District joined with Sanford and North 
Berwick to apply for Federal funds through the Southern Maine 
Regional Planning Commission to provide for a comprehensive 
groundwater protection program to further safeguard the District's 
water source. In December, the Water District was notified by 
the State of Maine Department of Environmental Protection that 
the project had been selected for an award totaling $23,700. 

The goal of the project will be to develop land use regulations 
possibly enforced through local zoning ordinances for protection 
of the watershed area. 


Late in 1983, the District conducted a water conservation 
awareness program and implemented a pilot study to determine © 
if the distribution of water saving devices would hav a sub- 
stantial impact on peak demands and therefore postpone the con- 
struction of the improvement program. One hundred fifty customers 
were chosed to participate. Seventy five were selected from 
the 400 applications received as a result of the community 
display program and the remaining 75 were selected at random. 
Although it's too early to draw any conclusions as to the long- 
term effectiveness of the study, some initial observations were 
made. The response by those that were selected at random, which 
can be assumed would be representative of a system-wide program 
was not encouraging. Twenty percent of those that were contacted 
either refused kits or did not respond and of those that did 
participate, forty five percent chose not to answer the initial 
questionnaire.

When the Transfer Station opens to the general public in 
1985 we feel it will be not only the best system in York County 
but will allow the users to recycle a greater part of their 
waste; will allow the landfill area to be systematically closed 
in the coming years and, because of close monitoring by the 
committee, will have been completed within the authorized 
funding approved two years ago by you, the taxpayers of this 
community. 


When the Solid Waste Ordinances are established in late 
1985, the facility will be operated as a business and much of 
the operating costs will be recovered from the sale of the | 
waste by-products. The voluntary recycling efforts by the 
citizens of Wells will contribute to a lower operating cost 
in the future and will result in less solid waste having to 
be transported to the incinerator. |

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies employed in the 
preparation of the financial statements follows: 


A. Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds or 
group of accounts described below, each of which is deemed to 
be a separate accounting entity. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for de- 
livery of services traditionally provided by a municipal 
government, which are not accounted for in other funds, are 
accounted for in the General Fund. These services include, 
among other things, general government, public safety, high- 
wayS and streets, public works, education and recreation. 


Capital Project Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of major capital 
facilities are accounted for in the Capital Project Fund. 
Such resources are derived principally from proceeds of gen- 
eral obligation bond issues and from federal and state grants. 


Special Revenue Funds 


Special Revenue Funds are used to account for Federal Revenue 
Sharing and funds appropriated from the General Fund re- 
stricted to expenditure for specified purposes. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary respon- 
sibility are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


B. Long-Term Liabilities 


Long-term liabilities expected to be repaid from governmental 
funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account 
Group, not in the governmental funds. An account group is 


not a "fund." It is concerned only with the measurement of 
financial position and not with measurement of results of 
operations.

Basis of Accounting 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are ac- 
counted for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Their revenues are recognized when they become measurable and 
available to meet expenditures. Taxpayer-assessed income and 
gross receipts are considered "measurable" when in the hands 
of the Town and are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Deferred Property tax revenue represents unpaid taxes and 
related liens collected sixty-one or more days after year end. 


Expenditures are _ generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred, except for Principal and interest on general 
long-term debt which is recognized when due. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when purchased 
and inventory is not reflected in the financial statements. 


Investments 
Investments are stated at cost. 


Municipal Pension Plan 


All Town employees are covered by the Maine State Retirement 
System. Pension costs to the Town are actuarially determined 
by the state. Prior service costs are being amortized over 
fifteen years. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements.

Federal Revenue Sharing 


The unappropriated Federal Revenue Sharing balance of $64,501 at 
December 31, 1983 has been reclassified from deferred revenue in 
the General Fund to the Special Revenue Fund at January -2;: 
1984. The restatement was made to properly recognize revenue 
under the modified accrual basis whereby revenue is recognized 
when measurable and available to meet expenditures.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under the 
Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating a 
system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. A certificate 
of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine Environ- 
mental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time director and five 
trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. Con- 
struction of the system began during March, 1977 and became fully operational 
during December, 1979. Final construction work was completed early in 1982. The 
following is an estimate of the total project cost, including construction and 
organization, and participation by governmental agencies:

Note 2 - Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted account- 
ing principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
improvements are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight line basis over a ten year period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight line basis over the 
40 year term of the bonds.

Note 3 - Bonds Payable 
At December 31 bonds payable consisted of the following:

Note 4 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1984 there were claims and disputed items in connection with the 
construction project; the District has filed cross-claims against other parties 
on these matters. In the opinion of legal counsel any potential liability to the 
District should be recoverable from the other parties and there would be no 
significant effect on the financial position of the District. 


Note 5 - Retirement Plan 
The District has a non-contributory pension plan covering all full-time employees 


who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by insurance 
contracts. The cost to the District was $4,660 in 1984 and $5,858 for 1983. 


Note 6 - FmHA Reserve 
Pursuant to the FmHA bond issue of April, 1981, the District is required to set 


aside $6,947 annually until a reserve of $69,467 is established. Amounts set 
aside in this reserve fund are treated as an appropriation of retained earnings.
